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‘here are further complaints, some of them well 
grounded, from Army officers regarding the new uniform 
regulations. We publish this week, for example, a letter 
from a young officer with reference to the burden of ex- 
peuse Which the change of uniform imposes ypon those 
who have no means beyond their service pay—a burden 
hich is grossly out of proportion to their ability to 
bear it. In many cases the heavy outlay required by the 
ecent change has been a positive hardship, which would 
be still further increased by the additional modifications 
viich have been proposed.

«l modifications are not extensive, but they would 
uvolve an aggregate outlay of large proportions from of- 
icers who have already been compelled to spend large 
uns under the new regulations. Whether the suggested 
changes are desirable is not the question at all. The 
point we urge is that any change which involves expense 
» officers who have so recently been required to expend 
irge sums for uniforms is unjust. It would be only fair 

stipulate when a radical change, like the recent onc, 
is made in uniform, that a clothing allowance should be 
eranted to cover the cost of any modifications ordered 
within a period of say two or three years. This is far 
tter than any attempt to underbid the tailors by pro- 
viding a portion of the uniform through the Quarter- 
master’s Department. ‘To insist upon changes at the 
expense of officers, in a uniform only a few months after 

s adoption, is inconsiderate and unfair. Many corpora- 
tions employing large numbers of men give each man 
his first or second uniform either free or pay part of the

Another point in the regulations to which 
ibjection is made, and we think justly, is that they have 
iken away the distinctive letters “U. 8.” from the col- 
ir of the uniform coat. In place of them appears the 
ational coat of arms, which is all right in its way, but 
t is not nearly as distinctive of the Regular Service as 
the letters U.S. Several officers have written to urge 
that the letters be restored, and we heartily concur in 
their views. 
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Rear Admiral George W. Melville, U.S.N., has con- 
ributed to the New York Sunday Tribune’s series of 
articles on “Careers for the Coming Men” a capital pa- 
per entitled ““The Navy,” describing a service which, be- 
sides appealing more and more keenly to the imaginatiun 
of patriotic young Americans, offers them broadening 
opportunities for usefulness and distinction. Admiral 
Melville holds that the Spanish War brought the people 
into closer touch and fuller knowledge of the Navy; he 
believes that either by force of circumstances or mani- 
fest destiny the Navy must eventually become the strong 
arm of national defense, and he considers it highly prob- 
able that in the early future a representative from every 
village and hamlet will be found either on the forecastle 
or quarterdeck of one of the war vessels that carry the 
national standard. ‘The possibilities of a career in the 
Navy are, therefore, matters of common interest, which 
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Admiral Melville discusses in clear and forceful terms 
and with a characteristic manifestation of manly pride 
in the Service to which he is devoted. The Navy, he 
says, is a paradox, for “there is within it the pride, eul- 
ture, loyalty and imperiousness of an aristocracy, and 
yet the love of the commander for his crew and the affce- 
tion of the sailors for their officers are representative of 
tne ideal democracy.” The Service, he continues, appeals 
to the best that is in a man. It teaches him to be fear-. 
less, methodical, cleanly, obedient to authority and faith- 
ful to his obligations. It is intolerant of mediocrity, it 
demands efficiency and in return for these it affords the 
certainty of pay and promotion, excellent facilities for 
individual training in special branches of work, ao.l 
allows opportunities for travel and observation. “Con- 
sidering the opportunities an enlisted man in the Navy 
has for acquiring increased technical skill, noting for- 
eign methods securing advancement in pay and place, an 
of developing manhood and character,” says the Admiral, 
“T unhesitatingly recommend young men to seek a career 
in the Navy, even though a commission may not await 
them. It is the certainty of quick promotion for the 
officer, good pay for the men, and opportunity for both 
of securing increased knowledge, as well as loyalty to 
the flag, that should make the Navy a career that shouid 
be sought by tens of thousands of young men who now 
know nothing about the Service.” Admiral Melville’s 
article reflects the experience of an old officer whose long 
service in the Navy has honored both himself and the 
country, and it should appeal to the patriotic spirit of 
thousands of resolute young Americans whom the Nation 
needs to man its squadrons. 
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The whole credit for organizing the Philippine Consta- 
bulary belongs to the Army. Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th 
U.S. Cav., was assigned to the work in June, 1901, and 
on Aug. 1 following the organization took definite form. 
Four months later the Constabulary numbered about 
2,500 men, carefully selected, well drilled and partially 
armed with rifles captured or purchased from the in- 
surgents and with revolvers provided by the civil authori- 
ties. The development of this force was a task of ex- 
treme difficulty. Great care was taken to enlist none but 
loyal and intelligent applicants and the work was neces- 
sarily slow, but so admirably has it been performed 
that to-day the Constabulary numbers approximately 
5,000 men who are thoroughly trustworthy, highly dis- 
ciplined and capable of the hardest sort of field work 
and who have rendered invaluable service in suppressing 
brigandage and other forms of lawlessness. Hstimating 
the yearly outlay for each American soldier on duty in 
the Philippines at $1,000, Captain Allen points out the 
annual cost of maintaining an enlisted man of the Con- 
stabulary is only $250, and that the work now to be 
done in the islands can be performed as well by the na- 
tive force’ as by treops from the) AJnited States. He 
places the cost-of Miaintaining the enlisted Constabulary 
of 5,000 men and 183 officers at $1,250,000 per year, 
and the expense of the last year completely justifies 
his official expression of confidence in the trustworthi- 
ness, efficiency and cheapness of the service. In creating 
this excellent Constabulary from untried and unprom- 
ising material under extremely difficult conditions and 
thus providing the civil government with a _highly- 
organized agency of the police power, Captain Allen has 
accomplished a work which ranks amoug the most im- 
portant achievements of the Army in the Philippines. 
In urging that this force remain under the command of 
Army officers the civil authorities have taken the step 
best calculated to preserve its usefulness. 
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One of the most interesting features of the recon- 
struction of the cruiser Baltimore, which is now under 
way at the New York Navy Yard, is the introduction of 
stee] furniture throughout the ship, thus almost com- 
pletely excluding the use of wood and greatly reducing 
the danger of fire and injury from splinters in time of 
action. Naval Construetor Washington L. Capps, who 
is directing the work, has proved by elaborate exper:- 
ments that virtually all the furniture required for a 
warship can be made of steel, and if its use in the Bal- 
timore fulfills his expectations it will doubtless event- 
ually be installed in the other vessels of the Navy. The 
use of wood in fighting ships has become more and more 
dangerous with improved ordnance, and its use is being 
eliminated wherever possible. Asbestos sheeting in quar- 
ters is now largely used. The steel furniture for the 
Baltimore will cost about $30,000, which is at preseut 
three times the cost of an outfit of wood, but if allowance 
be made for durability and the decrease of danger it is 
clear that the use of metal is by far the cheaper. The 
search for safe material for interior fittings is still en- 
gaging the earnest efforts of British constructors, and 
their latest device is a substance composed largely of as- 
bestos, which recent trials have shown to be thorougnly 
fireproof. On the strength of these experiments the Ad- 
miralty has decided that henceforth the furniture ani 
interior fittings, so far as possible, of warships shall be 
made of this material. If the use of steel furniture io 
the United States. Navy proves as satisfactory as there 
is reason to believe it will, it may ultimately persuade 
Great Britain to discard asbestos for metal. 
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In pursuance of the plan to have annual joint maneu- 
vers of the Army and Navy, the Secretary of War ha: 
already appointed a board of officers to arrange plans for 
the evolutions of 1903. This board, which is to convene 
at Fort Monroe, consists of Col. John P. Story, Majors

ty of this board is to make recommendations as 
artillery districts shall be mobilized for the pur- 
the maneuvers and to prepare a problem of at- 
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taking hold of the matter at this early day the Govern- 
ment is evidently resolved that the maneuvers of 1908 
shall be conducted under more satisfactory conditions 
than these which prevailed this year, and (hat the lessons 
then acquired shall be utilized to the fullest possible ex- 
tent. The lack of preparedness in some of the coast dec- 
fenses in 1902 was so marked and the amount of extra 
work required to put them in readiness was so enormous 
that one of the important benefits of the maneuvers was 
to demonstrate the need of further maneuvers. The de- 
velopment of the coast defenses is one of the most urgent 
tasks now confronting the military establishment, and 
one of its vital features is the practical training ef the 
personnel of the Coast Artillery in evolutions simulating 
as closely as possible the conditions of actual war. With 
increased thoroughness of general preparations, made 
early and in the light of the experience gained in 1902, 
we should have the assurance of maneuvers of large and 
permanent educational value in the Service. 
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In compliance with orders from the War Department, 
Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding the 
Division of the Philippines, has appointed a court mar- 
tial to try Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S. Infantry, on 
charges of having ordered the execution of several native 
guides in Samar who were accused of deliberately mis- 
leading a column of American troops. The court, which 
is ordered to convene in Manila on Dec. 15, is made up 
as follows: president, Brig. Gen. James F. Wade; judge 
advocate, Major Lewis E. Goodier, A.G. Dept. ; members, 
Colonels Almond B. Wells, Ist Cavalry, Morris C. Foote, 
28th Infantry, Frederick A. Smith, LG. Dept., William 
P. Rogers, 30th Infantry, Lieut. Cols. Charles A. P. 
Hatfield, 5th Cavalry, Henry W. Hubbell, Art. Corps, 
Henry W. Sprole, Ist Cavalry, and Majors William H. 
Beck, 6th Cavalry, Peter S. Bomus, Ist Cavalry, James 
B. Hickey, 11th Cavalry and Pierce M. B. Travis, 28th 
Infantry. The inception of this, the second trial of Major 
Glenn on charges growing out of the campaign in Samar. 
is somewhat obscure. It is believed, however, that Major 
Glenn will plead that the acts complained of were amply 
justified by General Orders No. 100. Manila despatches 
state that the proposed trial is seriously objected to by 
Army officers and civilians alike, the feeling being that 
it will be merely threshing over old straw, and that it 
will reopen the whole controversy over the Samar cani- 
paign without producing any practical result, except it 
be to make still more apparent the injustice done to

It is eminently creditable to the intelligence and fore- 
sight of the civil authorities of the Philippines that 
they heartily approve of the bill now before the House 
Committee on Insular Affairs providing for the detail 
of officers of the Army as Ohief and Assistant Chiefs of 
the Philippine Constabulary. A convincing expression 
of this approval was given by Gen. Luke EB. Wright. 
Vice Governor of the Philippines, on Dec. 5 and 6, in 
an address to the committee strongly urging the enact- 
ment of the measure. General Wright declared that the 
bill was for the best interests of the islanders, that it 
would be of enormous benefit to the civil government, 
and that it would insure a continuance of the excellent 
work already performed by the native Constabulary. 
General Wright added that the bill was earnestly favored 
by Adjutant General Corbin, Major General Young, and 
other officers who had considered the question, and his 
statement was so clear and forcible that the committee 
decided to report the measure without amendment. The 
bill provides that the officers detailed as Chief of the 
Constabulary shall have the rank and pay of a Brigadier 
General, that officers detailed as Assistant Chiefs shall 
have the rank and pay of Colonels, and that the differ- 
ence in rank between their pay in the Army and their 
grades in the Constabulary shall be paid out of the Phil- 
ippine Treasury. 
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It is a curious fact that, in spite of the unsatisfactory 
operation of the Personnel Act in our Navy, the same sys- 
tem is likely to be introduced into the British navy in 
the near future. It is understood that the British Ad- 
miralty is convinced of the wisdom of amalgamating the 
engineer and executive officers in a common class with 
interchangeable duties, and that this can be most easily 
effected through the adoption of the system now in 
vogue in the United States Navy. We fear this favorable 
view of the Personnel Act is based more largely upon 
the merits of the measure considered as an abstract 
proposition than upon the actual results of its practical 
operation. For it is a fact that many of the officers who 
most ardently advocated the Personnel Act, including 
Rear Admiral George W. Melville, find its general effect 
a grievous disappointment. Theoretically, the measute 
is almost unassailable, but as an operative scheme it has 
not met expectations and there is a decided prospect that 
the organization of another engineer corps may presently 
become imperatively necessary to naval efficiency. If, 
notwithstanding the unsatisfactory results of the Person- 
nel Act here in the United States, Great Britain now 
institutes the same principle in her navy, the step will 
be taken, not because of our experience, but in spite of it. 
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We have received a letter from the mother of an ex- 
soldier of the United States that vividly pictures a 
cruel itjustice which prevails in the practice of both 
the Army and the Navy. The writer states that her 
son, a mere boy, was convicted of a military offense 
by a court-martial in the Philippines and sentenced to 
dishonorable discharge, the forfeiture of his pay and 
allowances and to a term of imprisonment. He was im- 
prisoned in California, and upon the expiration of his 
sentence, according to his mother’s statement, was 
turned adrift poorly clad, penniless and without sub- 
sistence. His mother, who lives in an Eastern State, 
writes to inquire whether her son is entitled to trans- 
portation to his home or to any return of his forfeited 
pay, adding that when she heard from him last he 
was “beating his way” eastward on freight trains. Un- 
fortuvately, there is absolutely no relief under the law 
for cases like the one here described. Here is a young 
man whose character is still in the formative stage, dis- 
honorably discharged from the Army and condemned 
to prison to be cast adrift on the expiration of his 
sentence, a helpless outcast with no incentive to out- 
grow his disgrace, but with a strong provocation to 
become an outlaw. A civilian convicted of crime and 
condemned to prison fares ten fold better, certainly in 
the State of New York, and upon his release receives not 
only a presentable outfit of clothing, but a definite al- 
lowance of money in addition to what he has earned 
by working over time. He has neither to beg nor 
starve nor steal, and in most cases he has sufficient 
funds to carry him far from the scene of his degrada- 
tion or to support himself until he has obtained honest 
employment. A merciful and generous Government 
should make some such provision for the soldier or 
sailor who fails in his duty. It has no right to brand 
an enlisted man with the stigma of dishonor and then 
turn him loose empty handed and with a provocation 
to levy reprisals upon society. At the very least he 
should be provided with respectable clothing and with 
transportation to his home or place of enlistment.

A case parallel to the one already mentioned came 
under observation a few days ago in Boston. Several 
enlisted men of the Navy were released from the prison 
ship at the Navy Yard where they had served terms for 
various offenses. All were penniless, most of them in- 
sufficiently clad, and not one had a friend at hand to 
whom he could appeal for relief. A few hours later 
one of these men, whose apparel consisted only of a 
thin cotton undershirt, an old duck cap and a pair of 
shoes, was taken in charge at a railway station by a 
master-at-arms who suspected him of being a deserter 
and of attempting to pick pockets. The prisoner was 
taken to the Navy Yard, where he established his right 
to be at large and explained that, while he had at- 
tempted no crime the United States Government had 
placed him in a position where he was tempted to com- 
mit a lawless act merely in order to obtain food and 
shelter. The next day that man went forth comfortably 
dressed and with sufficient money—contributed by offi- 
cers and men on duty at the yard—to take him to his 
home in a distant State. There is something reproach- 
ful in each of these stories—reproachful to the injustice 
as well as the bad policy of the Government which per- 
mits such cases to happen. No officer of either ser- 
vice is to blame for existing conditions, and no officer, 
so far as we are aware, approves or justifies them. 
The law under which they exist is unspeakably harsh 
and cruel. It is relative of the humane and sensible 
principle and punishment for minor offenses should be 
adjusted so as to reform the offender, not to destroy 
him. 











With the certainty that the permanent retention of 
the Philippines by the United States will require, for 
many years at least, the maintenance of an extensive 
body of troops in the islands, the question whether the 
natives themselves can be made available for military 
duty becomes a matter of large importance. . It is per- 
fcctly clear that if they can safely be so utilized they 
should be, not merely as a means of winning the mass 
of the islanders into closer harmony with American 
authority and exempting our native American troops as 
far as possible from the distress of service in the trop- 
ics, but as a simple measure of national economy. 

The limited experience of the Government in the use 
of Filipinos for military and police purposes appears to 
have been satisfactory thus far. In the Philippine 
Scouts, officered almost wholly by Americans, the Army 
has an auxiliary body of 5,000 men who have rendered 
service so satisfactory to the War Department that the 
Secretary, in his current annual report, strongly recom- 
mends that their organization be continued. In addition 
to the Scouts there is the Philippine Native Constabul- 
ary, a body of about 6,000 men, who, under the careful 
training of experienced officers of the Army, appear to 
be trustworthy and highly useful to the civil government. 

In an article published in these columns on Jan. 4, 
1902, we reviewed at some length the articles on “The 
Utilization of Native Troops in Our Foreign Posses- 
sions,” the first of which, by Capt. Charles D. Rhodes, 
6th U.S. Cav., won the Seaman Prize from the Journal 
of the Military Service Institution, while the second, by 
Col. James W. Powell, U.S.A., retired, received hon- 

-orable mention. Both of these officers—Captain Rhodes 


speaking from actiye personal experience in the Philip- 





pines—expressed the confident belief that it would be 
entirely feasible to employ large bodies of the natives 
in military pursuits. Captain Rhodes declared that it 
would seem highly important, both for military and 
political reasons, to bind the islanders together by a 
common interest, and participation in a military system 
which shall appeal to their inherent pride, while Colonel 
Powell gave it as his opinion that “in making soldiers 
of the Filipinos we shall not encounter the earlier life 
conditions of our Indians.”

American sovereignity in Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines has led to one result which the “anti-imperialist” 
brethren will probably contemplate with displeasure and 
dismay. It is all on account of the Army ration, which 
is so satisfying to the Filipino stomach that many mem- 
bers of the Philippine Scouts have grown so fat that 
they can no longer wear the new uniforms recently issued 
tu them. Still more surprising effects are reported 
among the enlisted men of the Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment. Accurate measurements are said to show 
that since those gallant soldiers donned the uniform of 
Uncle Sam and settled down to the Army ration as a 
steady diet, they have increased in height an average of 
a quarter of an inch per man. In Porto Rico, as well 
as in the Philippines, the introduction of the American 
custom of regular meals, square meals, steady habits 
and strict attention to business, is gradually revolution- 
izing the native troops, both morally and physically. 
One effect of the new order of things in Porto Rico 
which is particularly striking is thus described by Mr. 
W. K. Landis, formerly of Indiana, but now postmaster 
at San Juan: “Speaking of the Army, I do not think 
the United States ever advanced a cause as well as it 
did by bringing the Porto Rico Regiment to the capital 
at the time of the inauguration. The members of that 
regiment have been instructors ever since. They never 
tire of telling of American greatness, great buildings, 
fast trains, big men (physically), and the many sights 
they saw. It is the ambition of every Porto Rican to 
some day come to the United States, and their pride in 
their American citizenship is unbounded. I believe it 
would be a good investment to bring a regiment or two 
from the Philippines at the next inauguration.” The 
suggestion is worthy of serious consideration. 
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Among the bills recently introduced in the Senate is 
one by Mr. Gallinger to establish a corps of trained 
women nurses in the Navy. It provides for one superin- 
tendent nurse, ten assistant superintendent nurses, forty 
senior nurses and twenty junior nurses, all of whom 
must be unmarried graduates of a training school of 
recognized standing requiring at least two years’ prac- 
tical experience in a civil hospital. Members of the 
corps must be between the ages of twenty-six and forty 
years and subject to such mental, moral and professional 
examinations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Navy; promotion in the several grades is to be by 


selection after examination as to fitness, and after fifteen 


years of service or sooner if incapacitated in the line of 
duty, members are to be transferred to the reserve list 
of the corps and be eligible for duty only in time of war 
or other emergencies. The pay of the superintendent 
nurse is fixed at $125 per month, that of assistant su- 
perintendents at $75, senior nurses at $65 and junior 
nurses at $50, provided that they shall receive the same 
mileage as prescribed by law for officers while traveling 
under orders in the United States, and that while ser- 
ving beyond the continental limits of the United States 
they shall receive ten per cent. increase in monthly pay. 
The bill stipulates that the Nurse Corps shall be a part 
of the Medical Department of the Navy and auxiliary to 
the Medical Corps. The creation of the proposed Nurse 
Corps was earnestly recommended by Surgeon General 
Rixey in his annual report, and it appears by many other 
officers who observed the excellent work of the women 
nurses who served in the Spanish War. A plan for the 
corps prepared by Medical Inspector J. C. Boyd, U.S.N., 
was submitted with Admiral Rixey’s report, and its 
more important features are included in the pending bill. 

According to an order issued at Aldershot, important 
arrangements have been made for musketry training for 
the British army during the winter months, in the use 
of the rifle, care of arms, instruction in aiming, firing 
exercises daily, judging distance daily, firing behind 
cover and snapshooting, as well as the theory, powers, 
and mechanism of the rifle and its ammunition. Lecz- 
ures and examinations are to be included on the whole of 
these subjects. Muscle drill with rifles is to be carrie 
out before and after daily musketry drills. Miniature 
cartridge practice will be carried out twice a week, and 
shooting clubs be formed solely for recruits, prizes being 
provided out of the canteen fund. Screens, moving fig- 
ures, and vanishing targets will be issued to each regi- 
ment. The judging of wind and light will also be taught. 
and practised. Each regiment and battalion will fire 
five rounds per man once a week or ten rounds in a fort- 
night on the ranges during the winter months. Provision 
is made for a considerable number of prizes both for 
officers and men. 
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The War Department is now distributing among the 
companies of the Army copies of the New Manual of 
Guard Duty, prepared by the board of officers, of which 
Major Alexander Rodgers, 4th Cav., was the president. 
Owing to the rather limited number of copies at the dis- 
posal of the Department, but fifteen are issued to each 
company, troop or battery. The new manual is a valu-

able addition to the military publications. It cannot jy 
obtained by application to the War Department.

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The U.S.R.C. Mohawk, constructed by the Willian 
R. Trigg Company at their works in Richmond, Va., has 
been practically completed, and on Dec. 6 was taken 
through the locks at the works into the James river, ani 
will have a dock trial of her machinery at once.

When an officer passes a sentinel, it is or 
dered that the latter shall assume “a proud and bold at 
titude with his heart” (sic). To satisfy the dignity of 
the officer, the soldier is authorized, when his arms ar 
grounded, to salute with his left hand. 

The whereabouts of a considerable fleet of smal] gur- 
boats which were known to have been employed by the 
Spaniards in the lake system of the Philippines previous 
to the capture of Manila has at last, and almost by ac#i- 
dent, been discovered. It seems that these vessels were 
sunk in Lake Lanao, Island of Mindanao, and a surver 
of the wrecks will be made with a view to recovering 1 
much of their material as possible. 

Applicants for the grade of electrician sergeant for the 
term ending July 1, 1903, are not quite so numerous as 
for the two previous classes, there being only about 
forty-eight applications, whereas the last class was s¢- 
lected from over sixty-five applications.

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THE FIFTY SEVENTH CONGRESS. 

The Senate has passed bills granting pensions of $25 
to the widow of Lieut. Frank D. Read, U.S.N., and of 
$12, with $2 for minor child to the widow of David 
Bourke, late master at arms, U.S.N. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has made 
a report on H.R. 15545, to promote the emticiency of the 
Militia and call attention to the fact that the President 
in his message to Congress recommends the passage of 
the bill; also that “the Secretary of War, in his very 
uble annual report, explains the measure so clearly anu 
concisely that in the opinion of your committee little 
furtner need be said.” The report goes on to quote the 
it sage auc repore referred to. 

Mr. Hoar has submitted to the Senate a resdiution di- 
recting the Committee on Printing to consider and report 
on the propriety of publishing the Military and Naval 
records of the War of 1812, of the Mexican War, and the 
Military records of the several Indian Wars, in the same 
general style as that of the Rebellion records. It was 
referred to the commitee in question. 

‘rhe House on Dec. 5 passed a bill, H.R. 11576, grant- 
ng permission to certain members of the Services, and 
others, to accept presents and decorations tendered to 
them by foreign powers. The bill takes the place of the 
various individual bills for the purpose introduced last 
Spring, which were noted at the time. The Department 
of State is authorized to deliver to the persons named the 
presents and decorations specified. Among the recipients 
f honor are the following: Capt. B. H. McCalla, U.S. 
N., decoration, including a diploma and insigna, of the 
Order of the Second Class of the Red Eagle, with swords, 
tendered by the Emperor of Germany. Dr. Eugene Was- 
din and Dr. H. D. Geddings, Marine Hospital Service, 
decoration of the Cross of Officer of Saints Maurizio e 
lazarro and the decoration of the Cross of Chevalier of 
Saints Maurizio e Lazzaro, tendered by the Government 
of Italy. Gen. John M. Schofied, retired, U.S.A., decora- 
tion of the Cross of Commander of the National Order 
if the Legion of Honor, tendered by the French Republic. 
Lieut. W. P. Scott, U.S.N., medal of merit tendered by 
he Sultan of Turkey. Capt. Stephen L’H. Slocum, U.S. 
\., late Military Attaché in South Africa, a South Afri- 
an war medal tendered by the King of England. Comdr. 
James M. Miller, U.S.N., Surg. Oliver D. Norton, U.S.N., 
ind Edwin V. Morgan, formerly secretary of the Samoan 
Commission, respectively, a gold watch and chain, a ma- 
rine glass, and a silver writing table, tendered by the 
limperor of Germany. Capt. C. DeW. Willcox, U.S.A.., 
diploma and decoration of Officer d’Academie, tendered 
by the French Republic. Lieut. Comdr. Asher C. Baker, 
U.S.N., decoration of the Cross of the Knight of the Le- 
sion of Honor, tendered by the French Republic. Lieut. 
Col. F. H. Phipps, commandant at the U.S. armory, in 
Springfield, Mass., medal of merit, tendered by the Sultan 
of Turkey. 

The House on Dec. 6 passed H.R. 15593, making ap- 
propriations for the payment of invalid and other pen- 
sions for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904. ‘This 
bill carries practically the same amount of appropriation 
as the pension bill of last year. The appropriation for 
the payment of invalid pensions is exactly the same, 
being $138,500,000. ‘here is an increase of something 
like $1,200 for the payment of rent of the pension agency 
in Washington. Tne old building having been condemn- 
ed, it became necessary to move into new quarters, where 
the rent is increased. There is likewise an increase of 
$5,000 for stationery and incidentals. There is no new 
legislation in this bill, except to make vermanent legis- 
lation enacted one year ago, prohibiting the receiving of 
compensation for securing the passage of special] bills 
through Congress. Representative Barney gave these 
facts in regard to the bill, and added that the amount o! 
last year’s appropriation was just about sufficient for the 
payment of pensions. Only about $6,000 was appropri- 
ated beyond the amount which has proved sufficient for 
the payment of pensions and the expenses of pension 
agencies. Of the appropriation for the prior year, 1901, 
somewhere between five and six million dollars was 
turned back into the Treasury. 

The House has passed H.R. 6649, to appoint Julius A. 
Kasier upon the retired list of the Navy, in the grade 
of passed assistant engineer, as of the date he was en- 
titled by law or Navy regulations to examination for 
promotion from assistant engineer to said grade. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably S.R. 62, té authorize the Secretaity of the 
Navy to donate to the Minnesota Historical Society the 
steering wheel of the former ship Minnesota, and S. 1099, 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to return to Har- 
vard University certain colors, silver cup, and Norden- 
felt gun. 

Executive communications of the following tenor have 
been received by the House and referred to their appro- 
priate committees: from the Secretary of War, a state- 
ment of expenditures at the Springfield, Mass., Armory 
and of arms, etc., fabricated there; an additional es- 
timate of appropriations for the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers; submitting item of disallow- 
ances in the account of Capt. Marion P. Maus, and an 
item of disallowance in the accounts of Col. John Simp- 
son ; submitting estimates of appropriation for subsistence 
for the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, 
for damages to private property by gun firing; for pow- 
der depot at Dover, N. J., and for purchase of land at 
Sullivan’s Island, S.C. 

The House has received from the Secretary of the 
Navy an estimate of $44,060 appropriation required for 
salaries and contingent expenses of the Navy Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, for print- 
ing and binding for the Department, rental of fireproof 
building, fuel, light, ete., also estimate of $75,000 for 
fireproof storehouses for naval supplies, to cost not over 
$225,000, at the Washington Navy Yard. 

The House has received from the Secretary of War an 
estimate of $375,000 appropriation required for construc- 
tion of an Army General Hospital in the District of 
Columbia. This is in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Surgeon General of the Army for a general 
hospital for the treatment of special classes of cases, for 
purposes of instruction in connection with the Army Med- 
ical School, and to serve as a base hospital in time of 
war. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its meet- 
ing of Dec. 11 voted to report favorably S. 5891, author- 
izing the President to appoint Brig. Gen. H. C. Merriam 
- the grade of major general in the Army on the retired 
ist. 

The chances for the passage this session of a bill to 
regulate the retirement of veterans of the Civil War look 
better at this time than they have since the bills were in- 
troduced. At the meeting of the Military Committee of 
the Senate on Dec. 11, considerable consideration was 
given to S, 6098 introduced last session by Senator Proc- 


tor providing for the retirement of veterans. This bill 
seems to be the one most approved by the members of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs and will undoubt- 
edly be favorably reported to the committee in the near 
future by the sub-committee, Senators Proctor, Warren 
and Cockerell, and then by the Senate. Senator 
Proctor, who has been seen by our correspondent, is 
heartily in favor of the measure and will probably do all 
in his power to obtain its passage. ‘he bill is as fol- 
lows: . 

“That any officer now on the active list below the 
grade of a brigadier general who served with credit _in 
the Regular or Volunteer Service during the Civil War 
before April 9, 1865, shall when retired be retired by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, with the rank and pay of the next higher grade. 
This section shall apply to officers who have been re- 
tired on or since August 11, 1898, but shall not apply to 
any officer whose service on the active list does not ex- 
ceed thirty-five years, and shall not apply to any officer 
who has been placed on the retired list by virtue 
of any Act of Congress or to any -fficer who has al- 
ready received such higher grade on retirement. 

“Sec. 2. That any officer below the grade of brigadier 
general who served with credit as an officer or as an 
enlisted man in the Regular or Volunteer Army during 
the Civil War prior to April 9, 1865, otherwise than as a 
cadet, and whose name is borne on the official register 
of the Army, and who has heretofore been retired for 
wounds or disability incident to the Service, or on ac- 
count of age, or after thirty years’ service, may, in the 
discretion of the President, by and wun the advice and 
consent of the Senate, be placed on the reured list of the 
Army with the rank and retired pay of one grade above 
that actually held by him at the time of retirement. 

“Sec. 3. That the President is authorized in his dis- 
cretion by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, to place on the retired list of wwe Army with the 
rank of major general for dist.nguisned service in the 
field any veteran of the Civil War whose name is now 
borne on the Army Register as brigadier general, either 
on the active or retired list, and who has served in the 
Army not less than thirty-five years, not including ser- 
vice as a cadet: Provided, That this Act shall not ap- 
ply to any officer who received an advance of grade at 
the time of retirement or with a view to retirement, nor 
any officer who received an advance grade at the time 
or since the date of his retirement by virtue of the pro- 
visions of a special Act of Congress.”

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GENERAL CHAFFER REVIEWS THE 12TH N.Y. 

Major Gen. A. R. Chaffee, U.S.A., received an en- 
thusiastic reception at the review of the 12th Regiment,

P. Harper, aides; Col. T. H. Barry, A.G.; Col. G. H.

H. Corbusier, A.M.D. The men were 
very steady, and the reviewing officer looked critically 
at each as he passed. The passage was made in ex- 
cellent shape, Company I, the color company, and Com- 
pany © deserving special praise for their appearance.

Following this ceremony the battalion under Major

This as a whole was well executed, although in one 
movement a captain gave a wrong command, which 
others also obeyed, making a brief confusion in forming 
close columns of companies. The entire military ex- 
hibition was one of the best given in the regiment for 
a long time, and in the words of General Chaffee “It 
was a most excellent showing, especially considering the 
contracted space the regiment has to maneuver in, which 
makes it very difficult. e men were steady and 
soldierly, and I was highly pleased with the exhibiton.” 
The grand march was led by General Chaffee and Miss 
Olin, daughter of Colonel Olin, of the staff of General 
Roe, of New York.

CARIBBEAN MANEUVERS.

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PRESENTATION TO GENERAL McKIBBIN. 


One of the most interesting social events occuring for 
some time in the military circles of Washington, was 
the luncheon given by Capt. Jas. A. Moss, adjutant, 24th 
Infantry, on Dec. 3, at the Raleigh, in honor of Gen. 
Chambers McKibbin, U.S.A., retired, late colonel of the 
24th Infantry. The walls of the luncheon room were 
most artistically decorated with flags and emblems; palms 
and ferns were banked at either end of the room, and the 
long, white table was strewn with yellow chrysanthe- 
mums and dainty ferns. The luncheon was the charming 
means of gathering twenty-one Army officers to assist iu 
the presentation to General McKibbin of a beautiful sil- 
ver tray, bearing the inscription: : 

“To Gen. Chambers McKibbin, U.S.A., from the offi- 
cers of his old regiment, the 24th Infantry, to whom he 
was a good friend, a just colonel. Oct. 2, 1902.” " 

Special pains had been taken to make the presentation 
a complete surprise to the general, coming, as it were, 
like a thunderbolt from a clear sky. } 

The presentation was made by General Corbin, as a 
personal friend of General McKibbin, and as an old offi- 
cer of the 24th, General Corbin having been appointed a 
major in the Adjutant General’s Department from cap- 
tain in the 24th Infantry, in which regiment he served 
eleven years. In his presentation speech the general re- 
ferred in glowing terms to the splendid history of his 
old regiment on the frontier, in Cuba and in the Philip- 
pines—especially in Cuba, where after having lost heav- 
ily at the battle of San Juan, the regiment was marched 
to the pest-ridden yellow fever camps of Siboney, where 
the men volunteered as nurses, grave diggers, etc. The 
regiment went to Cuba with 800 able-bodied men and re- 
turned with 192 following its flying colors! “A mag- 
nificent example of courage, fortitude and bravery—oue 
of the grandest incidents ever recorded in military his- 
tory!” said the general. He then recalled most feelingly 
his services with Company C, 24th Infantry, whose morn- 
ing report he had signed continuously for ten years, and 
congratulated General McKibbin on his having added one 
more name to the list of the nineteen general officers who 
had served in the 24th Infantry, including William IR. 
Shafter, Henry W. Lawton, J. F. Kent, J. C. Gilmore, 
J. W. Clous, Zenas R. Bliss, Emerson H. Liscum, H. B. 
Freeman and the immortal MacKenzie, who organized 
the regiment. 

After referring in flattering terms to General McKib- 
bin’s record as a man and a soldier, General Corbin said: 
“McKibbin, although a good soldier should never be taken 
by surprise, and you have been one for forty years, I am 
now going to surprise you.” Reaching down by his side, 
picking up and holding in the bright electric light a beau- 
tiful silver tray, the general continued, “I have been re- 
quested by the officers of our regiment to present you 
with this, a token of the love they bear you—God bless 
you, McKibbin!” General McKibbin, completely sur- 
prised and nonplussed, responded with much feeling, pay- 
ing a hign tribute to the officers and men of his old regi- 
ment. 

Gen. A. S. Burt, under whom General McKibbin hal 
served as a major in the 25th Infantry, then paid an 
eloquent tribute to “Chambers McKibbin, my old friend 
and comrade,” after which General Corbin introduced 
Captain Moss, referring to him as the youngest regimen- 
tal adjutant in the Army at the time of his appointmenr. 
’Mid cries of “Speech,.speech,” the captain rose and sa:d 
a few months ago he had read in some newspaper that 
officers returning from the Philippines should not talk 
too much, especially at luncheons—that he had but re- 
cently returned from the Philippines and the article in 
question had made a deep impression on him—so, thank- 
ing General Corbin for having thus introduced him, iie 
would sit down before he talked “too much.”’ 

The beautiful private dining room of the Raleigh sel- 
dom, if ever, looked more attractive; the service and the 
menu were excellent and nearly all present were notable, 
representative officers, while the surprise feature of the 
luncheon gave peculiar interest to the occasion. Indeel, 
the whole affair was a most charming and fitting climax 
to the retirement of an officer, who, for over forty years. 
had served his country well and faithfully. Besides Gen- 
eral McKibbin, the guest of honor, General Corbin, who 
made the presentation, and Capt. Moss, who gave the 
luncheon, the following also were present: Gens. S. fh. 
M. Young and A. S. Burt; General Fitzhugh, of Pitts- 
burg, Pa.; Cols. L. A. Matile, W. P. Hall, H. P. Me-

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DEATH OF THOMAS NAST 


By the death of Thomas Nast, United States Consul 
General at Guayaquil, Ecuador, on Dec. 7, the Army and 
Navy have lost a friend whose loyalty was steadfast as 
a star, and whose generous services they delighted to 
honor. l'ew civilians indeed have ever held as large a 
place in the confidence and esteem of American military 
and naval officers os Mr. Nast enjoyed from the stormy 
days of the Civil War down to the hour of his death. An 
alien by birth, he developed almost simultaneously with 
his arriva! in the United States a fervor of patriotic 
devotion to American institutions which was demonstrated 
in his whole life and work, and this spirit, together with 
his eager sympathy for the American soldier and sailor, 
found eloquent expression through his art. The sense 
of appreciation which Mr. Nast’s patriotic work awak- 
ened among the soldiers and sailors of the Union was 
strikingly manifest in the presentation to him on Feh. 
1, 1879, of a massive and superbly decorated silver vase, 
made in the shape of a canteen supported by two golden 
eagles on a base of ebony, and bearing the following in- 
scription: “Presented to Thomas Nast by his friends in 
the Army and Navy of the United States in recognition 
of the patriotic use he has made of his rare abilities 2« 
the artist of the people. The gift of 3,500 officers and 
enlisted men of the Army and Navy of the United 
States.” The presentation took place at the residence 
of William C. Church, No. 51 Irving place, New York, 
and was attended by a large number of officers of both 
Services. The presentation speech was made by Gen. 
T. L. Crittenden, and after Mr. Nast’s renly Rear A4- 
miral S. D. Trenchard and Capt. D. L. Braine responded 
to a toast to.the Navy, Col. P. S. Michie spoke for the 
Military Academy, Comdr. Henry Erben for the Naval 
Academy and Captains Thomas Ward and John 8S. 
Wharton responded to a toast to General Hancock and 
his staff. Among the letters of regret was one from 





Lieut. Gen. P. H, Sheridan testifying to “the high es 
teem in which Mr, Nast is held by the Army of the Uni- 


ted States.” A short time afterward Mr. Nast received 
a letter from Gen. W. T. Sherman, who said: 

“At the suggestion of a friend I venture to address 
you at this late day, to assure you that I heartily co- 
incide with my Army and Navy associates in their com- 
pliment to you in presenting a vase as a recognition of 
our indebtedness to you for the many sketches from your 
pen or pencil, to attract the attention of the public to 
the services of the Army and Navy, and the tendency in 
these day of necessary economy to bear down on these 
services. Your several illustrations, of course, attracted 
my attention at the time, and have doubtless had a full 
effect in shielding us from consequences worse than we 
have actually experienced. In 1864, when the existence 
of our nation, with all its cherished memories, and all 
its promises for the future were in great peril, both po- 
litical parties in asking the votes of the people proclaimed 
their devotion and eternal gratitude to the Army and 
Navy, then struggling for victory and national perpet- 
uity. But we have been made to realize that such prom- 
ises are easily forgotten when the danger is past, and 
peace reigns supreme. We are more dependent on the 
heart of our people than any other class of public ser- 
vants, and your illustrations reach direct to the heart 
of those who look upon them; and therefore our deep 
obligation to you. Should your interest ever carry you 
to our frontiers you will realize that you have a place 
in every heart, and a welcome to every military post or 
camp.”

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EFFICIENCY OF THE MILITIA. 


In the Senate on Dec. 9 Mr. Proctor endeavored t 
put on its passage the militia organization bill, but he 
was met by objections. He said: “There is a special 
reason wliy it should be acted on, if possil-‘e, Lefure the 
hoiidayy. it is probable that if adopted nearly every 
State, probably every one that has a militia establish- 
ment, will modify its laws somewhat to conform to this 
enactment. It, therefore, is very desirable that the bill 
shall be acted on before the meeting of the State legisla- 
tures. It relieves the States from some of the expense 
to which they have been subjected. Heretofore the 
States have had their proportionate allowance out of the 
appropriation of $1,000,000 annually, whether they took 
it in arms or equipments. Under this measure the Na- 
tional Government furnishes the rifles without charging 
it to that appropriation, leaving that appropriation entire 
for the use of the States for other materials.” 

Scnators Bate and Bacen objected to immediate con- 
sideration. Senator Cockrell offered an amendment to 
Sec. 7 making it read as follows: 

“Sec. 7. That every officer and enlisted man of the 
militia who shall be called forth in the manner herein- 
before prescribed and shall be found fit for military 
service shall be mustered or accepted into the United 
States Service by «= duiy authcrized mustering officer of 
the United States: Provided, however, ‘That any offi- 
cer or enlisted man of the militia who shall refuse or 
neglect to present himself to such mustering officer upon 
being called forth as herein prescribed shall be subject 
to trial by court-martial, and shall be punished as such 
court-martial may direct.” 

Mr. Cockrell said: “That that amendment simply 
fixes very clearly the process of induction into the United 
States Service. There has been for a good many years 
a controversy between the States and the United States 
as to when the man became a United States soldier, 
and it has always been considered that the United States 
had the right to examine the man and pass upon his fit- 
ness. This amendment simply requires an examination 
and that the United States officers shall pass upon the 
man’s fitness before he shall become entitled to the rights 
and ~“vileges of a soldier. The question of pay and 
the date of pay, as a mutter cf course, is fixed in Sec. 11. 
You muster a man to aute back of the time. So the 
amendment would not change anything of that kind. 
The mustering was always done during the Civil War, 
and since musters have been made, to date back some- 
times a week or six weeks—in fact, I have known them 
to be dated back six months. I have known many in- 
stances where the United States, after soldiers have 
been actually discharged and out of the Service, mustere] 
them back to certain date and then discharged them as 
of a certain date, in order to fix the length of their ser- 
vice: but they did it after examination.” 

Mr. Proctor gave notice that he should call the bill 
up on Thursday. 
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REPORT ON FORT RILEY MANEUVERS. 

The Secretary of War has made public the report of 
Major General J, C. Bates, commanding the Departmen= 
of the Missouri, of the concentration of troops at Fort 
Riley, Kas., and of the encampment and maneuvers 
held there during the latter part of September and the 
first part of October. The larger part of the report is 
devoted to the details of the maneuvers which we have 
already published. General Bates states that it is doubt- 
ful whether more than 10,000 men can be concentrated at 
Fort Riley for maneuvers. He says in part in his report 
as follows: 

“lhe reports of the umpires dwelt on several occa- 
sions upon evident defects in our organization and equip- 
ment, and I deem the following of sufficient importance 
for mention: 

“The necessities for mounted orderlies in regiments 
of infantry is evident, even for administration in camp 
and garrison, and this need is made greater in action, 
because under modern battle conditions a regiment at 
full war strength covers, when deployed, such an extent 
of territory that the commanding officer can not in the 
crisis of battle impress his will upon the battalion and 
company commanders without the liberal use of mounted 
men. Moreover, the colonel and his staff, the lieutenant 
colonel, battalion commanders, and their staff officers 
must on occasions dismount on the battlefield and should 
have mounted orderlies to take their horses to a place of 
safety and return with them when wanted. If this state- 
ment of the case be correct, as I think must be acknowl- 
edged, it becomes only a question as to whether the neces- 
sary mounted orderlies be detached from troops of cav- 
alry organized and maintained at large expense for an 
entirely different purpose, or if a certain number 0f 
mounted men be made a part of the organization of an 
infantry regiment. In addition to the duties enumer- 
ated above, they would be available in extreme cases 
as mounted scouts and patrols. Eighteen to each regi- 
ment will probably be required. 
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Squadron A of New York will be reviewed at its 
armory on December 22 and interesting exhibitions in 
drills and rough riding will be given by the several 
troops. 








GENERAL GRANT IN TEXAS. 


Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, commanding the De- 
partment of Texas, attended a banquet on Dec. 1, at 
San Antonio, given in his honor by the Business Men’, 
Club of that city. ‘he dinner was also complimentary 
to the officers at Department Headquarters and Fort 
Sam Houston. 

“Seldom has there been a more representative gather- 
ing in the city,” the San Antonio Daily Express says: 
“Never before has there been a banquet at which the 
good fellowship reigned more supreme. It meant more 
than this. It extended to the Army such a welcome as has 
never been given before, and by what the officers of the 
Army sid, the. Kort Sam Housten belongs to San 
Antonio.”

General Grant has commenced his second inspection 
trip since taking command of the Department, and wil! 

Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Clem, chief quartermaster of the Depart- 
ment, is to accompany General Grant on the tour, which 
will probably occupy twelve days. On arriving at La- 
redo, on Dec. 4, he was given an ovation. The Busi- 
ness Men’s Club of the city, Consul Zamorano, Mayor 
Amador Sanchez, and the members of the city council 
and a delegation of Mexican army officers under the in 
structions of the Mexican Secretary of War all repaired 
to the depot to meet General Grant at the train. The 
9th Battalion band of the Mexican army from Monterey 
was in attendance. Major J. C. F. ‘Villson, commander 
of Fort McIntosh, with his officers and two companies 
of the 4th Infantry did the military honors of the post. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILLIPINES. 

Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A. commanding the 
Division of the Philippines, reports a distinct improve 
ment in conditions in the Island of Mindano, where there 
has been a prospect of grave trouble with the Moros. He 
has forwarded the following dispatch to the War Depart- 
ment, under date of Dec. G6: Capt. John J. Pershing. 
15th Cav.. has crossed Lake Lanao with beats borrowetl 
from the Moros. Ele visited Iligan, returned by the same 
route, meeting with a cordial reception everywhere. Pres 
ent passive policy of armed strength executed by wise 
commanders should make further fghting unnecessary. 
No danger of Moro war. Reports as to their strength 
greatly overstated. Captain Pershing located Spanish gun 
boats and will investigate raising. The statement as to 
gunboats refers to several small vessels which the Span 
iards sunk in seventy feet of water several years ago, io 
prevent their capture by the Moros. 

While the brig Maricia, bound from ports in Tayabas 
province to Manila, was becalmed off Cavite on the 
night of Nov. 29, she was boarded by pirates under the 
leadership of a man supposed to be an American, Who 
Louvd her crew and robbed her passengers, six wealthy 
Chinese merchants, of $17,000 in cash. The pirates were 
six in number, including two Chinamen and three Fili- 
pinos, two of the latter clad iv the uniform of the na- 
tive constabulary, and all armed with bolos. They es- 
caped in the sloop from which they boarded the Maricia. 

Whe Collector of Customs at Manila has ruled that 
“any Chinese legal resident in the mainland territory of 
the United States is entitled to enter the Philipfines, is- 
respective of class or occupation, provided that he comes 
by a reasonably direct route and uses due diligence in 
coro ig.

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Under the escort of Major James E. Bell, of the Na- 
tional Guard of the District of Columbia, the members 
of the board which is engaged in the revision of the 
firing regulations of the Army, on Dec. 5 visited the 
National Guard range at Ordway and made a thorough 
investigation of skirmish practice. This work is not 
done to any large extent in the Regular Army under the 
rules that obtain in the National Guard, and as a re- 
sult there is frequently confusion when the guardsmen 
and the riflemen meet. Skirmish targets were set up 
and the board was shown what the present system of 
skirmish target practice means. In the opinion of some 
marksmen the system used by the Regular Army is su- 
perior to that employed by the militia. The main dif- 
ference is in the halts made on the runs to and from 
the targets. In the Army the men are allowed thirty 
seconds to these halts for one shot; in the National 
Guard the time is not, as a general rule, limited on the 
halts, although there is a limit set for the entire run.

The Court of Claims, on Monday, Dec. 8, rendered 
judgments in favor of Lieut. Comdr. Edward Everett 
Hayden, U.S.N., and Comdr. Charles A. Adams, U.S.N.. 
in their cases recently argued in that court. These did 
not involve questions of very general interest, one being 
for additional pay allowed from the national defense fund 
by the Secretary of the Navy, while on active duty 
during the Spanish war, to Commander Hayden, then 
an ensign on the retired list, and the other the amount 
of expenses incurred in traveling on the Solace while re 
ceiving sea pay. There is every reason to think, how- 
ever, that the court is devoting itself very actively to 
the preparation of decisions in the other and more im- 
portant cases. These cases were defended by the De- 
partment of Justice acting through the assistant at- 
torneys John Q. Thompson and George M. Anderson. 
and the officers were represented by George A. and 
William B. King.

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GOOD WORDS FOR THE SERVICES. 


General A. R. Chaffee, U.S.A., at the annual dinner of 
the St. Nicholas Society of New York, on Dec. 6, made a 
telling speech on the Army, and its value to the Repub- 
lic. He was the principal speaker of the evening, and 
after the prolonged applause which greeted the an- 
nouncement of his speech had subsided, General Chaffee 
said: 

“From the tenor of the couplet that is linked to their 
toast, I am satisfied that the gentlemen of the St. Nicho- 
las Society consider our Army to be a popular part of 
our free government. I am giad that they think as they 
appear to do in this matter, because a national army, 
to succeed, must have public confidence and opinion be- 
hind it. In all places where I have seen our soldiers 
employed, they have seemed to me to be conscious al- 
ways of their obligations and duties as citizens and to 
be fully alive to the value to themselves of the Sppte- 
bation of their fellow citizens. I think the splendid Ir- 
resistible behavior of our soldiers to be largely due to 
the fact that they have always felt that they draw in- 
spiration not only from every man, but as well from 
every woman of the nation, and to their conviction that 
their military conduct must be acceptable to the people. 

“To an army the most desirable .aing is always victory. 
This is the function of the military force, and when war 
has been undertaken it has been the first thing thought 
of by the nation, whose obligation it is to strengthen 
war, not only with her men and treasure, but also with 
expressions of confidence towards her soldiers. ‘For if 
the trumpet give an uncertain sound, who shall prepare 
himself to the battle?’ 

“Wherever the Army has been employed it has been 
in the cause of the country and has Ts ss 
peace to war. In the Philippines the Army, ving com- 

leted the work of putting down insurrection, has now 

come the coadjutor there of the civil power, and 
throughout its service in those islands its soldiers, in 
general, have kept well in mind their obligations and 
duties as citizens ot the United States and their re- 
sponsibilities to its laws and opinion. . 

“The Army has been given to us for our own defense. 
It is the collective power, the pith and marrow of the 
nation, drawing force from every man. It would be sac- 
rificing their own interests for the people not to regard 
its interests or to be concerned about its future. 3 

“I feel that I can always promise for the Army that 
it will always ener with alacrity all lawful orders and 
uphold the authority limited and defined in the Consti- 
tution and represented in the flag of the Union.” 

Rear Admiral A. 8. Barker, U.S.N., who followed Gen- 
eral Chaffee, was listened to with interest as he qpote in 
response to the toast of the United States Navy. He sald 
among other things that recenuy in this country, and 
particularly during the late coal strike, he had heard 
expressions of opinion to the effect that Army and Navy 
officers might, as a matter of course, be assumed to be 
in favor of war because it tended to their own promotion. 
He said this opinion was prevalent among many Ameri- 
cans, but there were loud cries of “No” from among 
the diners. Rear Admiral Barker then went on to say 
that such an opinion, if it existed, was wholly without 
justification, and that the opinion among Navy cers, 
so far as he knew it, was decidedly in favor of a 
peace secured through a strong naval establishment. 

“The officers of the Navy do not want war,” said he, 
“but they do believe in having a sufficiently strong Navy 








to preserve existing opportunities, to uphold the honor of 
the flag, should it be insulted, to Ee American in-

LEGISLATION FOR THE ARMY. 


Now that Congress has been in session for about two 
weeks it is possible to get some slight idea of what will 
be done during the session: that is to say, a reasonable 
judgment can be formed of what may be expected in 
the way of important legislation. From the present 
indications there does not seem to be the slightest pros- 
pect that Congress will this year make any provision for 
increasing the floating strength of the Navy, but as an 
offset will grant some relief in the way of additional 
officers. The Secretary of the Navy will urgently recom- 
mend in a special communication to Congress that two 
battleships of the first class be authorized, and will 
show how essential it is for Congress to continue adding 
to the strength of the material of the Navy. The atti- 
tude of Secretary Moody is most commendable, especially 
in view of the fact that he is working with little hope »f 
being successful in this respect, as it is apparent that 
there is a strong feeling in Congress against the au- 
thorization of additional ships oftener than once every 
two years, 

Secretary Moody has appeared before the House Cotr- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, and made his argument for 
additional officers and ships, but especially dwelling 
upon the corps of officers. During the past week the 
committee has had under consideration the Naval Appro- 
priation bill and has heard several bureau chiefs relative 
to their needs. Rear Admirals O’Neil, Endicott, Brad- 
ford, Rixey, Melville and Bowles were heard by the 
committee. It is probable that the committee will be 
able to report the bill early in January. Secretary 
Moody will not ask for any additional submarine craft. 

The militia bill will become a law; this much is prac- 
tically assured already. The Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs will also probably make a favorable repori 
this session on the General Staff bill prepared by order 
of the Secretary of War and introduced in the Senate 
and House immediately after Congress convened this 
session. The chances of this bill’s becoming a law before 
Congress adjourns next March are excellent. By elim- 
inating the staff consolidation feature of the bill as con- 
sidered last session Secretary Root has practically as- 
sured the passage of his bill. The so-called retirement 
bill for Army officers, which has been under the con- 
sideration of Congress for about two years, will again 
be taken up in this session, but the chances for its pass- 
age do not seem to be any better than they were a year 
ago. From present indications it would seem that Con- 
gress would be fairly liberal in its appropriations for 
both of the Services. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has begun 
its consideration of the Army appropriation bill and has 
already heard several of the chiefs of the staff depart- 
ments relative to the respective needs of their depart- 
ments. The first draft of the bill has been prepared and 
printed by the committee, and although it will undoubt- 
edly be amended before reported to the House, is of great 
interest as showing, in a manner, along what lines the 
committee is working. ‘The bill as prepared carries an 
appropriation of $77,411,011.67. In detail the bill now 
provides as follows: Commanding General’s office, 
$3,000 ; contingencies of the Army, $25,000; Army War 
College, $15,000; School of Submarine Defense, Fort 
Totten, $18,000; U.S. Service Schools, $25,000; con- 
tingent expenses, A.G.D., $7,500; contingent expenses 
of the Military Information Division and of the branch 
office at Manila, $10,000; for expenses of the Signal 
Service, $160,000; for the purchase and insfallation of 
apparatus connected with use of Coast Artillery, $389,- 
000; pay of the Army, $29,672,364.87 as against $32,700,- 
796.41 appropriated last year; subsistence of the Army, 
$7,388,955.80; regular supplies of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, $5,500,000 ; incidental expenses of the Quar-

The only new legislation thus far incorporated in the 
pill reads as follows:

FEATURE OF THE PERSONNEL BILL. 
The officers of the naval service are anxiously await- 
ing the decision of the Court of Claims in the case sub- 
mitted by Rear Admiral William C. Gibson, who 
claimed that while on the retired list he was entitled 
to ihree-fourths the pay allowed a major general rather 
three-fourths the pay received by a brigadier gen- 





tear Admiral Gibson retired from active service 
shout thirty months ago while holding the rank of cap- 
tain. As a Veteran of the Civil War he was entitled 
to retire with the rank and three-quarters the pay of 
the next higher grade, which was that of rear admiral. 
The Naval Personnel Law of March 3, 1899, distinctly 

provided for eighteen rear admirals on the active list; 

provided, “that each rear admiral embraced in the nine 
lower numbers of that grade shall receive the same pay 
nd allowances as are now allowed a brigadier general 
in the Army.” It is claimed by the counsel of Admiral 

Gibson that the only admirals in the Navy who shall 
| receive the pay of a brigadier general are embraced in 
nine lower numbers of the active list. 

\ favorable decision in regard to the contention of 
Admiral Gibson will be far reaching in its effect. 

early all the seventy captains on the active list per- 
formed service during the Civil War, and have been 
forty years in the naval service. Practically every one 
of them could, therefore, have the opportunity of re- 
tiring as a rear admiral, at the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, and would then receive $5,625.00 per year. The 
pay and allowance of a captain in the Navy, when 
doing shore duty, ‘amolnts to about $4,600.00. By 
soing om the retired list, therefore, each captain would 
receive $1,000.00 more pay each year on the retired 
list than he received when doing duty on the active 
list 

lt is expected that if the Court of Claims gives a 
favorable decision in this case many of the captains 
will apply for retirement on the ground that the claims 
of their families are entitled to consideration, and that 
they are entitled to take advantage of the existing law. 
To prevent these retirements it is extremely probable 
that a coneurrent or joint resolution will be pushed 
through the Congress suspending every retirement fea- 
ture of the Personnel Law to prevent such wholesale 
retirements. Those who retire before the decision of the 
Conrt of Claims is rendered cannot probably have their 
pay touched, for it is not likely that any retroactive 
messures will be taken. It is highly improbable that 
any law will be permitted to remain on the statute 
hooks allowing any officer on the retired list to receive 
about 20 per cent. more pay than when doing duty on 
the active list. 

The Naval Personnel Bill offered a great many sur- 
and the possibilities involved in the application 
of \dmiral Gibson’s latest claim is, in some respects, the 
ost startling, and will certainly compel the Naval 
Committees of both Houses to give special considera- 
ton to the question of repealing some of the exceedingly 
gehorous provisions that now prevail in regard to naval 
retirements.

SS 
VENZUELAN TROUBLES. 

lt is impossible to avoid a certain feeling of sym- 
pathy with the Venezuelans in their war for the defense 
of their country against the allied forces of Germany 
‘oi England, whatever we may think of President 
Costro. No nation that retains a particle of self- 
‘spect or national feeling could submit tamely to such 
au invasion of its territory as we are now witnessing 
in the ease of the South American Republic. It may 
result in a patriotic union under Castro or some other 
national leader, and thus in the end prove a means of 
tational regeneration if that were possibe to a people 
sv devoid as the Venezuelans of the ideas of government 
by law, which are the only sure foundation of States. 
Meanwhile the people of the unhappy country must pay 


dearly for the privilege of borrowing abroad money to 
line the pockets of dishonest officials, and of having 
their territory exploited by foreigners whom they ‘must 
hereafter hate with a still more bitter malignity. What 
is to become of the Monroe Doctrine under the severe 
strain now being put upon it? The situation is ominous 
for us as well as for the Venezuelans. The beautiful 
theories of arbitration, peaceful blockades and the like, 
are receiving a severe shock, and the drift is unmis- 
takeably toward the old fashioned methods of settling 
disputes by hard knocks. We shall be more than for- 
tunate if we escape entanglement with the situation, 
and it becomes us to watch while we wait. 

The present difficulty results, as so many similar 
difficulties among our Southern neighbors have resulted, 
from the combination between the greed of commercial 
people and the venality of the rulers of some of the 
small South American republics. As a consequence the 
fleets of two great nations are sent out as collecting 
ageuts for commercial houses whose claims represent 
sums far in excess of the benefits conferred upon the 
unhappy creditor. It is a humiliating spectacle from 
whatever point we view it, and as void as possible of 
the romance and chivalry associated with wars for 
principle. All there is of this nature is found in the 
struggle of a weak people against enormous odds. In 
our ante-bellum days all of our sympathies would have 
been with the under dog, and the halls of Congress 
would have resounded with outcries against the outrage 
upon the rights of a free republic by the monarchial 
nations of the old world. As it is, we may hear some 
music of this sort: “To be weak is to be miserable, 
and Venezuela is getting precisely the treatment we 
received when the British under Admiral Cochrane 
sacked Washington, what we should have received 
during our civil war had Napoleon III been able to ac- 
complish his purposes, and what will threaten us in the 
future if we suffer this country to be ruled by trades 
unions and weeping philanthropists who are so affecte+i 
by the shedding of blood by quarts that they permit it 
to be spilt in the end by the gallon. It was the sen- 
timentalist Robespierre, the uncompromising antagonist 
of war and military organizations, who in the end be- 
eame the chief factor in the atrocious massacres of the 
French Revolution. 

Events in Venezuelan waters have followed in rapid 
succession until now there is a state of actual war. 
Castro did not carry out the program laid down for him 
and paid no attention to the ultimatum which expired 
Dec. 9. Thereupon the allies seized seven small gun- 
boats and sank three of them; for what reason does not 
yet appear. Castro retaliated by arresting the German 
and the British consuls and many subjects of the two 
hostile nationalities, most of whom were subsequently 
released in response to the remonstrances of our con- 
sul, Mr. Bowen, who had, in accordance with the usual 
diplomatic practice, taken charge of British and Ger- 
man interests. Other outrages on foreign residents 
followed. Great military preparations are under way 
at La Guayra, and the people are responding rapidly 
to a general call to arms. 


In the report on the Fort Riley manouvers, part of 
which appears on page 350, General Bates says: 

“The importance of clothing troops in the field with 
the most non-conspicuous uniform was made very ap- 
parent, and it was observed that under strong sunlight 
the scabbards of swords and sabers frequently indicated 
the position of a command that might not otherwise have 
been observed. It 1s recommended that the scabbards 
of cavalry sabers be given a dul] or bronze finish and that 
when in the field officers and noncommissioned staff offi- 
cers of infantry discard their swords and carry only the 
revolver. Staff officers, company commanders, and all 
senior officers should carry field glasses.” 

Capt. Lawson M. Fuller, ordnance officer, is of the 
opinion that improvements can be made in the following, 
viz: The new wind-guage sight for the carbine, the 
cavalry link, curb strap, manner of marking packing 
boxes containing ordnance stores, and snap for officer’s 
saber belt; and he suggests that the Ordnance Depart- 
ment have issued each year a price list of stores for sale 
or, when not for sale, the prices at which articles lost 
or destroyed are to be charged on muster and pay roll, 
and that when equipments are sent out from any of the 
several arsenals differing in the slightest degree from the 
regular output a printed or typewritten circular be sent 
with each explaining the difference and reason for the 
change. General Bates concurs in these suggestions. 
He says further: 

“The opinion seemed to be general among those who 
attended the maneuvers that, notwithstanding the incle- 
ment weather during part of the time, the camp and the 
field exercises were a success. The value of such con- 
centrations and manéuverings can not be overestimated, 
either to the regular, forces or to the National Guard, as 
it gives to both an opportunity for observing the appear- 
ance and formation of a division under various con- 
ditions, and affords to officers of the several arms of the 
Service a chance for seeing the evolutions and capabili- 
ties of the other arms, and enables them to enlarge their 
circle of military acquaintanceship, which can rarely 
be done without absorbing new ideas upon military sub- 
jects. During the exercises under discussion young offi- 
cers had constantly impressed upon them the value of 
studying the terrain with a view to protecting their com- 
mands by the accidents of the ground and of seizing ad- 
vantageous positions. ‘The lessons learned in this con- 
nection at Fort Riley may be the means of saving many 





lives in future hostilities. Tlie power of mofern weap- + 
ons was well illustrated and accentuated by each op- 
ponent maneuvering for position.” 

At last, thanks to the candor of Mr. Erving Winslow, 
Secretary of the New England “Anti-Imperialist 
League,” we have a definite statement as to the pur- 
pose of the “Anti-Imperialist’” movement. Mr. ‘Wins- 
lew, in an article in the North American Review, an- 
nounces that as soon as the Anti-Imperialists get a ma- 
jority in Congress “independence will be at once prom- 
ised to the Filipinos,” and he adds that the Democratic 
party will support them in efforts to further that object. 
Yet, even according to Mr. Winslow, independence, 
which he regards as the absolute guaranty of peace, 
progress and happiness in the Philippines, has produced 
no such result in Cuba. In Cuba, he declares, “our 
name is universally detested’”—which, however, is as far 
from the truth as his statement as to industrial and 
economic conditions in the island. But even if it were 
true that independence had brought about such dis- 
couraging results in Cuba, how does he convince himself 
that it would produce different results in the Philip- 
pines? Is he anxious that our name shall be “generally 
detested” there? Does he propose to take the Filipinos 
by the neck and ram independence down their throats 
in spite of their expressed desire for American control? 
They enjoy a larger measure of self-rule to-day than 
ever before—larger than any European nation has ever 
granted to its subjects in the Orient—and the restora- 
tion of peace and order foreshadows a degree of pros- 
perity in the Archipelago such as its inhabitants have 
never even dreamed of. ‘But, in pursuance of the fanci- 
ful and impracticable policy of absolute independence, 
Mr. Winslow proposes to cut the Filipinos off from 
American protection, saddle them with the responsibili- 
ties of self government against their will and set them 
up as a prize for the rival colonizing nations of Europe. 
However, we counsel the Filipinos to calm themselves. 
The outrage which Mr. Winslow threatens is by no 
means imminent. He and his associates will not com- 
mit that crime against the Archipelago until they get a 
majority in Congress. Meanwhile, the people of the 
United States have shown absolutely no disposition to 
place in power a party whose policy boldly proposes to 
alienate American territory. 
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The Comptroller of the Treasury has this week ren- 
dered an interesting decision, which will immediately 
be taken advantage of by the Bureau of Navigation. 
Recently the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation wrote 
asking whether in order to obtain competent machinists, 
water tenders and oilers he was authorized under the 
law to pay the moderate fee charged by shipping mas- 
ters furnishing the men. The Comptroller holds that 
the expense contemplated belongs to the same class 
as the expense for advertising for men and boys for 
recruiting purposes, and the appropriation is sufficiently 
broad to include such an expense. 

It would seem from the cable report sent to the 
Secretary of the Navy this week, by Admiral Dewey 
that the report that there was considerable sickness 
among the men detailed by Rear Admiral Higginson 
to dig a canal on Culebra had been greatly exaggerated. 
Under date of Dec. 8 Admiral Dewey cabled the Navy 
Department from San Juan, Porto Rico, as follows: 
“Conditions connected with canal dug at Oulebra ab- 
solutely sanitary; no sickness whatever among the men 
so employed.” 











The following appointments have been made to the 
Military Academy: Frank Nagle, jr., Newton, Mass. ;

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DEFECTS OF THE DICK MILITIA BILL. 


The Dick Bill to promote the efficiency of the Militia, 
which has passed the House of Representatives, is a 
good one, but the limitation it contains as to the place 
where the National Guard in the United States service 
may be used should certainly be changed and their free 
use permitted wherever most needed. ‘his limitation 
embraced in four little words, “in any part thereof,” has 
probably not received much attention, especially as the 
statement has been made that this section has undergone 
no material change in the revision. Certainly this change 
is a most material one. 

The AkMy AND Navy JourNAL has heretofore demon- 
strated and can easily demonstrate conclusively again 
that there is no limitation in the constitution or present 
statutes of the United States as to the place where the 
Militia may be used by the President. We should not by 
statute say to the President that he must not permit a 
general in command of troops te attack the enemy in 
flank or rear and not at all until the enemy is ready for 
him and passes the frontier, and if he routs him he must 
not demolish him by following him up in his retreat. We 
ought to leave that to the wisdom and discretion of our 
able generals. 

To permit the President to use the Militia abroad in 
an emergency would not compel him to do so. He and 
his military officers would use their discretion in the 
emergency, for emergencies are liable to arise most unex- 
pectedly where a few troops in the right place at the 
right time are worth more than double their number a 
few days later, to take possession of a railroad, or a 
canal, or a series of locks, or a fortification, and hold ‘t 
when it should be held, or destroy it if it should be de- 
stroyed. For this purpose the National Guard could re- 
spond for service in Canada or Mexico in as little time 
as at Homestead or Wilkesbarre, train time added, or 
as promptly as the 6th Masssachusetts and 7th New 
York responded to the call of President Lincoln and 
saved the National Capitol and thereby the nation’s life 
in 1861 (Outbreak of the Rebellion, Nicolay, page 84). 

The eagerness of the Volunteers for the Spanish War 
to get to the enemy’s country was much greater than 
their desire to get into the United States Service, and it 
is believed that a large number of those who enlisted for 
the war with such alacrity would not have enlisted at 
all if they had known they would never get outside the 
United States. It is not just to charge the National 
Guard with delay in fitting themselves to take the field 
in the Spanish War. Let this be illustrated by the ac- 
tion of the National Guard of Illinois, as shown in the 
report of the Adjutant General of Lllinois for the year 
1897 and 1898. On page 22 it says the Secretary of War, 
on April 25, 1898, notified the Governor that he would 
want from that State seven regiments of Infantry and 
one regiment of Cavalry, and asked when the troops 
would be ready to muster into the United States Ser- 
vice. On the same day, between 6 and 7 o'clock, the Gov- 
ernor issued his order for the assembling of troops, and 
on the next day, April 26, he wired to the Secretary of 
War as follows: “Can you send us blankets at once, 
about two or three thousand, or will Illinois buy them 
= Seep of the National Government? Please answer 
quick.” 

He received the reply: “I am instructed by the Secre- 
tary of War to state in reply to your telegram of this 
date that no blankets or other property can be legally 
furnished until the troops are mustered into the United 
States Service, when they will be supplied as early as 
practicable.” 

On April 27, thirty-six hours after the President’s call 
was issued, the Governor wired to the President as fol- 
lows: “Seven regiments of Infantry and one of Cavalry 
are mobilized at Springfield. Approximate strength, 
eight thousand. Await further orders.” ‘lne regiments 
were mustered into the United States Service as follows: 

The 5th Infantry, May 7, 1898; the 3d, May 7; the 
6th, May 11; Battery A, May 13; the Ist Infantry, 
May 13; the 2d, May 16; the 7th, May 18; the 4th, May 
20; and the Ist Cavalry, May 21, 1898. 

These troops were anxious to take the cars at once for 
the enemy’s country, and those who had been in the ser- 
vice of the State for a few weeks were fairly well 
equipped for this purpose, but as their number had been 
suddenly increased from the minimum of 5,000 as they 
were before the war threatened, to a maximum of 8,000, 
there were, of course, 3,000 men not equipped. That the 
Government was not able to furnish these equipments 
promptly, or even permit the Governor to partially do it, 
at his request, and that they were armed with archvic 
black powder rifles, was the result of the want of pre- 
paration by the Government and not the fault of the 
troops. 

It is ordinarily desirable that the National Guard re- 
muster as they enter the Militia Service of the United 
States, and take an oath to support the Constitution of 
the United States and to obey their officers, but this 
oath has already been taken by every member of the Na- 
tional Guard on his enlistment therein, and if prompt 
action is desired it is unwise and not right to delay the 
military operations for this merely desirable but un- 
recessary purpose. At the outbreak of the Spanish War 
Acting Judge Advocate General George BR. Davis, in re- 
sponse to a question submitted to him officially held that 
this remustering and new oath of the Militia was unnec- 
essary. 

The regiment with which the writer was best ac- 
quainted did service for some time at the outbreak of the 
Civil War, and acting under orders of the President, 
captured two steamboatloads of arms, then being taken 
from the arsenal at St. Louis to the South, before they 
were sworn or mustered into the United States Service 
at all. They were afterwards sworn into the United 
States Service as Militia and later as Volunteers, and 
remained in the Service until the end of the war. 

The proposition that the Militia may have the first 
right to volunteer, while desirable itselt, and should by 
all means be retained, is a very inefficient and derogatory 
substitute for the provisions of the Militia bills of 1898 
as suggested in the amendment herein proposed. 

It took thirty-six hours to get eight thousand of the 
Illinois National Guard into camp at Springfield on the 
President’s cal] in 1898, and it took all the way from 
ten to twenty-three days additional to get the same troops 
mustered in the United States Service. It only took 
Prussia eleven days from the declaration of war with 
Austria to kill and wound 40,000 Austrians, capture 
20,000 and practically end the war; less than the average 
time after the assembling of the National Guard in 
Springfield, until they were sworn into the United States 
Service. This unnecessary, and it seems to me, unwise 
restriction might prevent the President from seizing and 
holding most important strategic points in Canada, Mex- 
ico, Panama, Nicaraugua, or adjoining islands. It wouM 
tend to lower the standard of the men, the esprit du 
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corps, and the equipment of the National Guard, hy 
making them feel that they were policemen only, and not 
practical defenders of the Nation, and could not become 
so, or follow up a retreating foe across the border even 
for a day, except by getting out of the National Guard. 

I am firmly convinced that 19 out of 20 of the men 
belonging to the regiments of the National Guard, the 
mer who would go to the front in case of war, would 
favor the amendment here proposed, and they are the 
men, it seems to me, who ought to be consulted and 
accommodated, especially when by so doing the prompt 
and efficient use of the National Guard in some desper- 
ate emergency would be permitted. , It seems very un- 
wise after drilling men for military service and calling 
them into the Service of the United States, that they 
should have hopples put on them in this way and so in- 
terfere with their usefulness where they might be most 
needed. 

This is a splendid good bill and ought to pass, but in 
order that it may not in some respects be harmful, it 
seems to me it ought to be amended as above suggested 
in accordance with the bills pending before Congress in 
1898, and with the provisions of the declaration of war 
with Spain.

CONDITIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


“As it is in the Philippines” is dedicated by its author, 
Edgar G. Bellairs, “to the officers and enlisted men 
of the United States Forces, Volunteers and Regulars, 
who served in the Philippines, with the firm conviction 
that the views of the large majority are expressed in 
this volume;” a conviction which will be accepted as 
correct by officers who have served in the islands after 
reading the book. Through his service as correspondent 
of the Associated Press in Cuba, 1898-1900; China, 
1900-1901, and Philippines, 1901-1902, Captain Bel- 
lairs has a very wide acquaintance with the members 
of the Services, and to those who know him his agreea- 
ble personality will lend an added interest to his ac- 
count of Philippine conditions. He is evidently no great 
believer in the success of civil government for the 
islands, and is not an admirer of Governor Taft. While 
his object, it is stated, is not to criticise the existing 
government, but to show the state of affairs in Manila 
to-day, he is very frank in his comments both on tae 
Civil Commission and on the occasional friction caused 
by combined civil and military rule, upholding almost 
invariably what he regards as the Army point of view 
in such matters. 

What friction existed during the period when civil 
was gradually succeeding military rule in the Philip- 
pines was due, Captain Bellairs thinks, to unavoidable 
conditions. The military man, accustomed to control, 
when succeeded by a civilian was still on the spot and 
was frequently appealed to by the natives to decide 
some point. Without thinking that he might be en- 
croaching on the province of the new regime, he would 
adjust disputes with most innocent intent, yet to the 
irritation of the civil authorities. If complaint was 
made, the officer invariably got orders to confine him- 
self absolutely to military affairs, and it was certain 
that officer had not again to be reproved for the same 
offense. Had the civil authorities recognized what oc- 
curred as a natural sequence of the transfer of author- 
ity, there would have been less friction, but they 
showed a tendency to stand on their dignity. 

Praise is given to General Chaffee for his efforts, in 
every way possible, to follow out the spirit of the change 
of rule and to subordinate military to civil government. 

“In Manila, to General Chaffee, and largely tc him 
alone,” Captain Bellairs says, “is due the credit that 
serious friction has not occurred. Few men could have 
succeeded as admirably as he has done.” 

Of the excellent work done in the Philippines by 
Army and Navy officers on the lines of education and 
pacification much is said. The Nautical School at 
Cavite, first under Lieut. Comdr. V. L. Cottman, 
U.S.N., and later under Lieut. Comdr. John J. Knapp, 
U.S.N, has made great improvements and has done 
credit to its management. The forestry bureau under 
Capt. George P. Ahearn has done excellent work. In 
Manila, Capt. George W. Curry, late U.S.V., as chief 
of the police department, organized an effective force, 
largely of ex-volunteers. Col. L. M. Maus, as_ head 
of the Board of Health, did arduous duty in staying 
the ravages of cholera: and in these matters and in 
matters of purely military activity, “the work done by 
the United States Army in the Philippines, both by 
Volunteers and Regulars, has been one of ceaseless toil 
and unwearying devotion to duty.” 

Attacks on Army oflicers for severity in carrying on 
the suppression of insurrection are characterized as 
utterly unwarranted. General Bell was attacked for 
his reconcentrative policy “merely because he carried 
out as humane a policy as could possibly be imagined 
and succeeded in pacifying Batangas.” 

The case of Gen. Jacob H. Smith is one that seems 
tc be particularly hard, Captain Bellairs thinks. After 
Samar was pacified everyone looked to see him _ re- 
ceive the reward and promotion that was due him, yet 
he was court-martialed for words which, if indiscreet. 
‘‘were uttered under circumstances and at a_ time 
when they would be excusable even for a saint.” 

A great deal has been made of a few cases where 
water cure was administered; ‘‘very naturally, among 
members of a large army, there have, from time to 
time, unquestionably been occasional acts of inhumanity, 
but it is doubtful if ever a campaign of such a nature 
was concluded with so much kindness and humanity.” 

The author takes up the chief problems of government 
in the Philippines—the labor question, the currency, 
and the questions of religion—and goes on to describe 
in detail the actual circumstances of life as they are 
at present. He believes that for the present in the 
Philippines, the autocratic form of civil government 
now in force is justifiable and desirable, but thinks that 
Governor Taft is not the man for the place, and ex- 
presses the hope that such a man as General Leonard 
Wood, ‘‘a diplomat and a statesman,” may be found to 
take up the work, with a Filipino cabinet on the same 
lines as the one General Wood had in Cuba. As to the 
actual feelings of the Filipinos themselves toward our 
rule, the author believes that as they are adepts in dis- 
simulation, their demonstrations of loyalty are utterly 
worthless. The heads of civil control are the only ones 
who do not see storm signals, and, while in the opinion 
of this writer there will not be another insurrection 
within five years, the average man in the Philippines 
expects one in even less time, and the Indian mutiny 
should be studied as'a warning of what may occur. 

The author of “As it was in the Philippines” has the 
skill of a trained correspondent in giving a clear picture 
of the life he describes, and has written an interesting 
volume, of special value in that it presents a view 





of Philippine affairs which is common in the islands 


and among Army officers, but novel to many of the 
general public. A portrait of General Cheffee serye 
as a frontispiece to the volume and there are a number 
of other portraits and illustrations of Philippine sceyeg 
Published by Lewis, Scribner & Co., New York. 
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A SUGGESTION. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A new method should be devised in regard to ex. 
emining enlisted men for a commission in the Army. |) 
fact, they should be given the next chance after the 
West Pointer. A severe examination should be giyey 
as a preliminary in the same subjects as at present. 


This preliminary should take place in February, so that 
the successful men could attend school at Fort Leayey. 
worth for six months. The system of instruction at this 
school should be just the opposite to what it was thi; 
year, that is, coaching men (cramming) for an ex 
amination in matters which will come up only onc 
during their career, and that once is at the examinatiop. 

Field engineering, sketching, map reading, topo. 
graphy, surveying, customs of the Service and paper 
work of Army should be taught. 

This year a conglomerated mass of text-books wer 
used; the instructor would use one, and perhaps of his 
section of twenty men, not more than one or two would 
use the same book as the instructor. It is all bosb 
to examine men in the same subjects twice, it is noi 
done to civilians. This list of subjects could be jp- 
creased or diminished, but the instruction should be oy 
this line. 

The instructors could determine from the recitations 
at the end of six months whether a man was fit to be 
an officer or not. This system would tend to bring the 
men more closely together, get them to thinking of mat- 
ters which one head studying alone eould not think o 
in a lifetime. 

_ Of the two or three hundred men who took the prelim- 
inary examination, fifty-six were ordered to Fort Leay- 
enworth for instruction; forty-two of these got through. 
Three of those who failed were disqualified physically, 
one morally, and the others mentally, four of the last 
ten were men who came from the Philippine Islands 
and received very little instruction at the school, as 
they arrived late.

COMPETITION OF MILITARY BANDS. 


The House on Dec. 6 took up H. J. Res. 9, which was 
amended to read: Resolved, etc.—That hereafter no en- 
listed man in the service of the United Sta.es, the Army 
and the Navy, respectively, whether a non-commissioned f 
officer, musician, or private, shall be detailed, ordered 
or permitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, ) 
business, or performance in civil life for emolument or 
hire when the same shall interfere with the customary 
employment and regular engagement of local civilians in 
their respective arts, trades, or professions: Provi:ed, 
That nothing in this resolution shall in any way affect 
Or render unlawful any contracts now existing and 
which are to be completed within twelve months from 
this date. Owing to the absence of a quorum no [inal 
action was reached on the bill, but there was an interest- 
ing debate on the question involved. The Committee on 
Labor in a report on the bill endorsed it strongly and 
stated that its purpose was to protect civilian musicians 
against the competition of enlisted men. They stated 
that the competition of Army and Navy with civilian 
bands was unfair because the former “are under the 
pay of the overnment; their subsistence is provided for 
by the Government; tueir uniforms and instruments and 
all the necessary sheet music and other paraphernalia 
are paid for out of the National Treasury, all of which 
affords them a consideravie advantage, and easily en- 
ables them to underbid the citizen musicians. Experi- 
ence teaches that preference is usually given to military 
the military band because it is looked upon as a special 
attraction. This is due to a strong prejudice on the f 
part of many people in favor of military organizations, 
and the present system nurtures this prejudice, thus in- 
directly promoting what both parties abhor, the spirit 
of militaraism.” 

Mr. Underwood opposed the bill, saying that while 
probably it was not of much importance in itselt, it be 
longed to a growing class of vicious Jegislation, legisla 
tion for one man against another. “Citizens of the United 
States have some rights,"’ he said. “‘When they propose 
to hire a band they ought to have the privilege of hiring 
whatever band they want. We want in the .army and in 





the Navy just as good musicians as we can get. They 
are not paid very high wages; they have to give the bulk f 
of their time to the Government. Now, if these yen at 
a time when they are at leisure can receive some ad- 
ditional compensation from private individuals it might 
be some inducement for the best men to go into the 
Army and Navy bands. It does not make any differ 
ence whether they are paid more or whether they are 
paid less, for the time belongs to the man after he has 
rendered his service to the Government, and if the in- 
dividual citizen wants to employ him he has a right to 
do it. I do not believe in this legislation that legislates 
one man out of his right to work in order to give th 
privilege of working to another man.” / 

Mr. Bartholdt, who favored the bill, states that thf 
civilian bands of St. Louis, where there were former!) 
five or six excellent orchestras, had been put out of 
business py the military bands there. “The principle © 
the bill,” he said, “has been recognized by several Sect- 
retaries of War and several Secretaries of the Navy 
who have issued orders forbidding members of reg 
mental bands to compete for private employment, but 
these orders have been subject to many exceptions, * 
that finally the rule had become obsolete.”’ 

Mr. Slayden said that the rate charged for services 0! 
this sort has been so repeatedly and so severely cut by 
military bands in the city of San Antonio, where he re 
sides, that they have found it practically impossible \ 
compete, and where in the absence of this competition 
from these musicians who are supported by the Gover? 
ment they would have most excellent bands, it has bee! 
most difficult to maintain them because of the unce™ 
tainty of making a livelihood. 

Mr. Wachter said that like conditions existed in tht 
city of Baltimore, and that ‘the entire community © 
Baltimore’’ was opposed to the location of a militar 
band at Fort McHenry because it would drive out ci 
ilian organizations. If the bill passed, he said, he would 
ask that a military band be again placed at Fort Mc 
Henry. 7

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CAUSES OF NAVAL DISCONTENT. 
Zamboanga, Mindanao, P.I., Oct. 10, 1902. 
Jo THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is plainly evident that the “authorities” are earnest 
in the effort to decrease the number of desertions from 
the Navy, but they are very much at sea upon the sub- 
ject. The man-of-warsman is the most peculiarly situ- 
ated ot all Uncle Sam’s servants, and so few of our legis- 
lators have any exact knowledge of the sea and conditions 
that are necessary to make the lives of those who serve 
the Government thereon comfortable, that they must, 
when it is wanted, go to the Navy officials (as ignorant 
as themselves) for that information. Now an admiral 
must naturally know more than a captain, the latter 
more than a lieutenant, etc., and so on to the last lands- 
man joined, but of what does this knowledge consist? 
It certainly does not include acquaintance with the con- 
ditions that cause the most satisfaction among the enlist- 
ed men. That officers handle their ships well and in a 
ship-shape manner is not to be denied, but there is not 
suthicient interest shown in the everyday life of the crew, 
their hopes and ambitions, their requirements, their likes 
and dislikes. An order is issued by the Navy Depart- 
ment, say, and pertains to uniform ration, or issue of 
monthly money, leave of absence or what not; it is en- 
forced by the commanding officer and the officers under 
him, and as long as it is enforced all interest aft ceases. 
They have obeyed the law and have no further concern 
in' the matter. Now the enlisted man of the Navy to-day 
is far above the average, in education and intelligence ; 
therefore they very well know when an injustice is done 
or an error is committed (all generally through ignorance 
of the real situation), and the old adage “If you don’t 
like it run away” is not a remedy for the evil. 

The present growl is ration and leave of absence. The 
ration as it is at present is about as obsolete as the old 
Franklin, and has had no material change in thirty 
years. It is not necessary for the Secretary of the Navy 
to assemble a board of admirals to decide the cause of 
desertion from the Navy; let those that have the author- 
ity make a rational change in the food we get, not on the 
plan of the proposed new Navy ration, which is calculated 
to continue the contracts to beef packers and “hardtack” 
bakers, but commute one-half of the ration and authorize 
the paymasters of the Navy to buy, for sale, and issue to 
messes of ships (keep the individual mess system, by all 
means), such articles as the Commissary Depa'tment of 
the Army has on hand for the soldiers. Why should we 
not have the same? ‘The canned ham, the sausage meat, 
and hardtack are of no use to give; give instead beef 
stew (which is cheaper), flour, salt, pepper and mustard; 
also eliminate the dried fruit, except raisins, and issue 
canned fruit. Ships of the present day have storage 
room and there is no reason why this should not be done. 
The hard bread is a waste of ration—its value is five 
cents per pound and is never used or drawn, except when 
it is absolutely impossible to obtain flour, which the men 
buy with the money contributed for that purpose. When 
a man draws but four dollars per month (a landsman on 
the fourth conduct class can get no more) is willing to 
contribute to the mess three dollars (the usual mess as- 
sessment) it shows pretty conclusively that the food fac- 
tor is the principal one to be considered. ’ 

Leave of absence is a very perplexing question and 
should be taken up separately. I will be glad to go into 
it some time in the future. ‘ 

A draft of men is made up for a ship, and it may be 
that some man on the Guardo knows the ship and the 
commanding officer. 

I quote a conversation : 

“What kind of a packet is she? 

“How is her Captain? 

“Who is her first leff? 

“What! The X Y Z! 
to keep clean, and live? 


Why, she is a dandy—and easy 
She can’t be beat; the best in 
the market, I tell you! When I was on her I lived better 
than I did at home. The captain is pretty strict, but a 
fellow gets a square deal and lots of liberty, and the first 
leff certainly knows how to keep her clean. A man has 
lots of work, but you bet he gets the gear to do it with. 

You see the food question is one of the first considera- 
tions, and when, as the above, it is certain that no man 
on the draft wants to get off it. If, on the other hand, 
the ship is “paymaster’s straight,” i.e., nothing but the 
ration, and a work-house (I am sorry to say that many 
are so designated), the men go to her dissatisfied and 
often desert before they ever reach the vessel. 

A commissary ship is the abomination of each and 
every man in the Navy—no matter if the food is better, 
the men object to the ration being handled by an officer, 
on the ground that the ration and ration money are per- 
sonal property and should be used by the men as they see 
fit. A good scheme and one that has worked well in the 
present ship is that the individual mess system be in 
vogue and each mess elect a caterer as before, but the 
money or all mess funds be turned in to the paymaster for 
safe keeping. and given to the caterers in daily amounts, 
sufficient for the payment of all bills, also when an Army 
commissary is available that the paymaster be instructed 
by the commanding officer to take from the caterers a list 
of all stores that they wish and have money to pay for 
and purchase the same for them. In fifteen months that 
this plan has been in evidence in this ship there has been 
less (I might say none at all) trouble than ever before 
in any ship I have been in during ten years’ service. ; 

If the attention of the “powers that be” is attracted in 
the right direction by this letter I will feel that I have 
done something for the benefit of my shipmates.

THE CARIBBEAN MANEUVERS. 


The Naval maneuvers in the Caribban Sea came to 
an end on the morning of Dec. 9, when the vessels of 
the White Squadron under Rear Admirals Sumner and 
Crowninshield, completely outwitted the more numer- 
ous Blue Fleet under Rear Admira! Higginson, and 
captured the Port of Mayaguez, Porto Rico, the main 
channel of the harbor being completely mined by men 
from the Illinois in about 30 minutes after the port was 
entered. ; ‘ 

The rules governing the maneuvers were in brief as 
follows: 

“The White Squadron represents an advanced de- 
tachment of an enemy whose object is to secure a base 
in the Porto Rican waters between and_ including 
Mayaguez on the west and Great Harbor, Culebra, on 
the east; also to mine the main ship channel of the port 
seized before 6 p.m. Dec. 10, at which time the problem 
ends. 

(a) If it enters the port selected and has worked one 
hour in laying mines before the arrival of a Blue force 
60 per cent. greater than its own, it wins. (b) If it 
enters the port and completes the mining of the channel 
before the arrival of a Blue force double its own, it 





wins. The White loses if intercepted by a superior 
Blue force at sea or in less than one hour after it enters 
the port. 

“The Blue force to win must: (a) With a superior 
force meet the White fleet at sea or within one hour 
after it has anchored in the port selecteu. (b) If the 
White force has been at anchor more tian one hour, 
but not long enough to plant all its mines, the Blue 
force must be 50 per cent. greater than the White.” 

The White Squadron under Admiral Sumner sailed 
from Trinidad on the morning of Dec. 4, to proceed to 
a point within a circle with a radius of 720 miles, the 
centre of which was latitude 15 and longitude 45. As 
soon as land was left well out of sight, the San Fran- 
cisco, Atlauta, Nashville and Eagle were detached from 
the Squadron, and upon reaching the curve of position, 
sailed through the Windward passage, between St. Lucia 
and St. Vincent, to make a feint on tne Southern coast 
of Porto Rico. 

Meanwhile the Iowa, Illinois, Chicago and Albany, 
started from the curve of position under full speed, mak- 
ing a detour to the Eastward and North of the Wind- 
ward Islands and Porto Rico, some 200 miles from the 
coast, to keep clear of the scouts of the Blue Fleet. War 
conditions were observed, no lights were shown, and night 
signalling was done by whistles, and shielded lights. 

The squadron quickly passed along the coast of Porto 
Rico, passing inside Desecho lights in the night. Under 
forced draught at an average speed of 131-10 knots the 
squadron, having eluded all the enemy’s vessels, steamed 
across Mona Passage at 2 a.m., and after laying too for 
a while to feel for enemy, entered the harbor of Maya- 
guez at dawn. Just at this time the Olympia, Cincin- 
nati, Detroit and Montgomery of the Blue Fleet were 
discovered. ‘These vessels had been scouting on the north 
shore of Porto Rico. 

The Hist of the Blue Fleet was in the harbor and 
upon the appearance of the White Squadron discharged 
green and red signals and tried to escape. No effort 
was made to prevent her. ‘The other scouts of the Blue 
Squadron, being insufficient in strength, steamed away, 
and the channel was quickly mined. 

While all this was going on the detached vessels of the 
White Squadron, consisting of the San Francisco, At- 
lanta, Nashville and Eagle, the slowest division of the 
squadron, had made a feint South of Ponce. They were 
discovered there on the evening of Dec. 8 by scouts of 
the Blue Fleet. The ships immediately withdrew to 
the southward, in order to draw the Blue forces in that 
direction. Then the Nashville, Captain Niles, and the 
Kagle, Lieutenant Wood, proceeded immediately to May- 
aguez, which they reached soon afcer the main body. 

It was not until 9 a. m. Dec. 9 that Rear Admiral LHig- 
ginson, commanding the Blue Fleet, arrived off Maya- 
guez, 14 hours after the harbor had been mined. He 
sent in the Hist under a flag of truce to inform Rear 
Admiral Sumner of his arrival with four battleships 
and several scouts and to say that if the mining had been 
completed as required by the rules he conceded defeat 
and congratulated the combined squadrons on their vic- 
tory. Rear Admiral Sumner in reply thenking him for 
his message and gave the details of the operations whicn 
resulted in the capture of the port. Rear Admiral Hig- 
gicson left for Culebra at 3 a. m., Dec. 10. 

In an official order Rear Admiral Sumner congratu- 
lated the officers and men of his command for their suc- 
cessful work, and said: “Among other things involved 
in the solution we have had a long and trying steaming 
period at high speed, running without li¢nts at night, 
making many exact courses and distances in exact time, 
covering a route of more than fifteen hundred miles in 
five days, running large and heavy ships into a strange 
harbor with high speed at just dawn and mining the 
channel with despatch, all of which was performed with- 
out accident and even without material hitch or delay.” 

In his official report Captain Turner, commander of 
the cruiser Atlanta states that he was chased by the 
enemy’s scouts on the night of Dec. 8, and attacked by 
the Olympia and torpedo boats, but he believes the At- 
lanta escaped. The Olympia, however, asserts the cap- 
ture of the Atlanta. 

The combined squadrons sailed for Culebra at 4 
o’clock p.m. Dec. 10. A full list of the vessels taking 
part in the maneuvers appeared in the AkMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, of Dec. 6, page 332.

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PACIFIC TRANSPORT SERVICE. 

Promptly at noon on the Ist and 16th days of each 
month the whistle sounds, stays are cast off, the gang 
plank is lowered, the propeller begins to churn, and a 
big white vessel] backs out into the stream from the trans- 
port wharf at San Francisco, veers around and starts on 
the 7,000 mile voyage to Manila. It is an imposing 
sight to see a transport sail—a sight that makes one's 





blood go around and that awakens one’s _patriot- 
ism, a sight that makes one glad that one is an 
American. Slowly the huge _ vessel goes down 
past the water front, her flag streaming in 


the breeze, her decks crowded with men in brown and 
blue, her funnel] striped with red, white and blue, and 
perhaps a regimental band discoursing martial sounds. 
Then slowly steaming between Alcatraz and Telegraph 
Hill, the vessel carrying “the best we breed” heads tow- 
ard the Golden Gate, past the Presidio, past Fort Win- 
field Scott, past Pont Lobos and out into the Pacific. 
Men say that war is dead, but when a person sees such a 
sight he feels that the time to hang up our arms for 
monuments has not yet come. 

Under stress of war the Government purchased 14 
vessels during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898. But 
these were all used in the Atlantic fleet. All the troops 
sent from San Francisco down to the late spring of 
1899 were sent in chartered vessels. Then-suddenly there 
appeared in the harbor of San Francisco a new fleet. 
The Government had gone into the transportation busi- 
nss and had procured some of the finest ships in the 
world for the purpose, and had fitted them up without 
regard to anything save utility. 

The following is a list of transports now employed in 
the Pacific, with their tonaogs and cost: Grant, 5,658, 
Sherman, 5,673, Sheridan, 5,673, Logan, 5,760, Thomas. 
5.796, each costing $660,000; Hancock, 5,000, cost, $600. 
000: Warren, 4,243, cost, $200,000; Meade, 5,641, cost 
$400,000: Kilpatrick, 3,722, cost, $350,000. 

Since May 25, 1898, the date of the departure of the 
first expedition, some 200,000 men have crossed and re- 
crossed the Pacific, and down to date not a life has been 
lost through storm, wreck or accident. Truly a wonder- 
ful record! The men to whom this phenomenal record is 
due, more than to qJl others, was Col. Oscar F. Long, 
U.S.A., and Colonel Devol. Theirs have been the guid- 
ing hands that have brought the Service in the Pacific 
to its present state of perfection. ‘The present trans- 


ports are , Toomy vessels. They are provided with 
all that conduces toward the comfort of the men—very 
different from such chartered transports as the Tartar 
and Manauense. 

It is now universally conceded that a large oo 
of those who died from disease during the Givi War 
died of diseases now known to be preventable. In the 
Government transport service every precaution is take 
to prevent the outbreak and spread of disease. Bach 
man has a separate bunk; there is ample room for mess- 
ing and there are showers in such numbers that every 
man aboard can have a daily bath. The ship’s officers 
have nothing to do with the commissary, ana the men 
get the same rations that they do in the tented field. A 
set of Pipes carries cold air over the vessel in hot weath- 
er, and hot air during cold weather. 

Recently it has been announced that the Government 
contemplates going out of the transportation business. 
The vast expense incident to keeping up a line of steam- 
ers, and the alleged interference with trade, are urged as 
reasons why the business should be turned over to pri- 
vate companies. But it is to be hoped that the Govern- 
ment will not commit this mistake. The experiences of 
the Army during the war with chartered vessels should 
have some weight. For the most part those vessels were 
small and dingy, and not adapted to the work they were 
called upon to perform. After the siguing of the proto- 
col, the Government chartered a large number of ves- 
sels flying foreign flags for use in the Pacific. It doesn't 
give one a thrill to see American troops embarking on a 
vessel under a foreign registry. 

All of the present transports are armed with four 
rapid-fire guns, and in the day of battle would make 
good fighting ships. In time of need the Government 
would not hesitate to send its own ships into danger 
while the experience of the Army at Santiago, where 
captains of chartered vessels dropped below the horizon 
at every hostile manifestation, would seem to point to 
the conclusion that chartered vessels will look out for 
their safety rather than for the good of the Service. It 
is claimed that an item of $3,000,000 a year would be 
saved by abandoning the service to transportation com- 
panies. But money is not everything; the health, wel- 
fare and comfort of those who go torth to uphold the 
nation’s honor are paramount to every other considera- 
tion. The Red Cross is unqualifiedly opposed to the 
Government’s going out of the business, and surely the 
opinion of this organization is worth much. There is 
not a soldier who went out to the Philippines in a char- 
tered vessel and returned in a Government transport who 
will not be partial to our Government service. 

The words of Mr. Archibald, in his well known “Blue 
Shirt and Khaki,” sum up the situation perfectly: “The 
begutiful transport (the Sumner)to which I bade good-by 
at Port Said, is as near perfection as a ship made on this 
earth can aspire. This superlative has a right to be used. 
The people of the United States have been made famil- 
iar with the details of their perfected warships; they 
have even more reason to be proud of the superb com- 
pleteness of their ships which have been prepared for the 
comfort, health and good cheer of the American soldiers 
as they sail around the world. From the dirty floating 
pens of fever and misery which brought our men up from 
Santiago to Montauk, to the cleanly, shining spacious- 
ness and undreamed-of conveniences of such ships as the 
Sumner, is a far call; it seems as if a century or two in- 
stead of a couple of years had gone between.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The torpedo boat destroyer Hull, built by the Harlan 
and Hollingsworth Company of Wilmington, Del., has 
arrived at Solomon’s Island for the official trials over 
the Barren Island course. The Government board had 
not arrived at Solomon’s Island at last accounts, but 
were expected there daily. 

The first of the new harbor defence monitors, the 
Arkansas, has been put in commission and has begun 
her cruising by making the voyage from Norfolk to 
Hampton Roads under her own steam. It is the inten- 
tion of the Department to keep these vessels in commis- 
sion and to have them distributed among the harbors of 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts during the time when 
their services will not be required for drills and evolu- 
tions.

A successful preliminary trial trip of the new monitor 
Florida, built by the Crescent Shipbuildi Company 
of Elizabethport, N.J., took place on the Hudson river 
on Sunday, Dec. 7, the run being made as far as Tarry- 
town and back. It had been intended to proceed as far 
as West Point, but owing to snow and fog it was not 
thought advisable. The machinery ran smoothly, while 
very little vibration was manifest in the hull, and in 
every way those on board describe the performance of 
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the vessel as meeeting every demand. Among those on 
board was Naval Constructor S. F. Smith, U.S.N. 

Orders have been sent out from the Navy Department 
for the thorough overhauling of the U.S.S, Puritan. -\s 
soon as these repairs are completed at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard the Puritan will sail for Port Royal, S.C., where 
she will be stationed during the winter as a training 
ship for gunners in the Navy. The Peoria will remain 
attached to the Puritan as a tender. 

The Army transport Hancock, now at San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., which was recently secured for the use of 
the Navy, and will probably be used as a receiving ship, 
was ordered to sail for New York this week. She will 
carry a number of apprentice firemen. 

In a preliminary trial over the Barren Island course 
in the Chesapeake Bay, on Dec. 6, the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Hull, it is reported, made a speed of 28.40 knots 
an hour, and her contract speed, it is said, will be easily 
reached ov her official trial. She is propelled by twin 
screw vertical inverted triple expansion engines, and has 
Thorneycroft boilers.

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury for the

The vapess shows that the Revenue Cutter Service has 
during the year rescued 55 people from drowning, assist- 
ed 1,183 persons in distress and 10i vessels, being a value, 
with their cargoes, of $2,224,089. The Revenue Cutter 
vessels covered on their cruisers 294,173.06 nautical miles, 
boarded 22,567 vessels to examine their papers, seized 
and reported for violation 191 vessels, trom which was 
collected $45,182.50 in fines and penalties. Concerning the 
Service the Secretary says: 

“The general and specific duties pmpeass by law upon 
this Service are of such a character that they can never 
be narrowed, but must broaden and find new channels 
with the growth of commerce and the country, to meet 
new demands which are yearly being added to its field of 
usefulness, while in time of war it becomes, under the 
provisions of law, a part of the naval establishment by 
co-operation for offensive and defensive operations, 

“Every year, in a.d of commerce, the value of property 
saved is far in excess of the sum annually appropriated 
for its maintenance. In the year just closed the value 
of property which the Service assisted in saving is shown 
to have been $2,224,089. The total appropriation for its 
maintenance for the year was $) .v,000. 

“There have been in active commission throughout the 

ear 37 vessels, eg yg 24 cruisers and 13 vessels on 

arbor service; an. 12 cers of all grades have been 
on detached duty, in connection with the construction 
and repair of vessels for the Service. 

“For inspecting, drilling, and disciplining crews of the 
Life-Saving Service and the superintendence of construc- 
tion of life-saving stations, 13 officers of the Revenue- 
Cutter Ser, ce have been constantly on duty, under the 
direction oi th: general superintendent of the Life- 
Saving Service. 

“In recent annual reports of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the kind and character of vessels composing 
the fleet of revenue cutters and the necessity of provid- 
ing new ones have been urgently and carefully repre- 
sented to Congress. 

“There is undoubtedly great need of new vessels of 
modern construction to meet the exigencies of the Rev- 
enue-Cutter Service. The subject of the necessity for 
new vessels for this Service has been called repeatedly 
to the attention of the Congress. It is urged that the 
sum of $575,000, sufficient for the construction of at least 
five vessels, to replace the same number of old craft 
now in the Service, be appropriated and made immediate- 
ly available. 

“The act approved April 12, 1902, recognizes the military 
character of the Revenue-Cutter Service, places its o 
cers upon an equal footing with those of the Army and 
Navy, confers upon its commissioned personnel rank, 
pay, and allowances of officers of the Army up to and 
including the grade of major, U.S8.A., and provides for 
retirement from active service because of age or physi- 
cal infirmities, on the same lines with the provisions of 
law in force for the other military services. 

“The law will be undoubtedly of great aid in the im- 
provement of the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice. There have been retired from active service since 
the approval of the measure 9 captains and 6 chief en- 
gineers because of age, 64 years; 1 chief engineer, 1 third 
lieutenant, and 2 second assistant engineers because ot 
physical disability. 

“There is no provision of law under which enlisted 
men of the Revenue-Cutter Service can be provided for 
in the event of their disablement in the line of perform- 
ance of duty in time of peace. Some prov.sion should in 
fairness be made.’

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FORT WHIPPLE, ARIZONA. 


In an article on Prescott and Central Arizona, a cor- 
respondent of the Los Angeles Herald, speaking of Fort 
Whipple, says: “Fort Whipple, the famous citadel of 
the early and strenuous Indian warfare in Northern 
Arizona, is on the verge of rehabilitation. By the first 
of the year actual construction will be begun in the re- 
placement of the old officers’ buildings and barracks, 
and substantial structures for the accommodation of a 
battalion which will occupy the fort. All the plans have 
been devised and the preliminary work performed and 
the process of rehabilitation is under the direction of 
Major Wolcutt. It may be four or five years before the 
reconstruction is completed, and in the meantime Com- 
geny L of the 18th Infantry is occupying the fort. F. M. 

urphy, a prominent Arizona capitalist, a citizen of 
Prescott, who labored 5 eee | for years in inducing 
the War Department to rehabilitate this garrison, is 
largely resporsible for the official order directing it. 

“There are many features of the place which have ap- 
pealed to the War Department. If a fort of any magni- 
tude is to be maintained in the southwest there is no 
more feasible point than Fort Whipple. There are hy- 
gienic and strategic reasons which argue this point more 
strongly than any other. The reconstruction of this gar- 
rison is a boon to Prescott in many ways. The city has 
passed a stage in which it regards this military post 
from a pecuniary standpoint, although the garrisoning 
of the fort with a battalion and ultimately, perhaps, 
with a regiment, will be no small source of income to 
Prescott, and will contribute much to the apparent live- 
liness of the place. One of the chief advantages, how- 
ever, is the fact that it will add a new point of interest 
to the many visitors who reach Prescott, while a mili- 
tary band and the glitter of shoulder straps and swords 
Will contribute much to the pleasure and society of 
Prescott. 

“Since the days when General Crook and General Law- 
ton, in their fearless and thrilling warfare against the 
blood-thirsty Apache and kindred tribes of northern 
Arizona, when Fort Whipple was a source of protection 
to the settlers who blazed the trails into Yavapai county, 
this old garrison is replete with tales of romance and 
blood-curdling adventures with the red skins.

A MOST RIGHTEOUS COMPLAINT. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Will not some one bring the cause of the young of- 
ficer who has been put to great expense purchasing new 
uniforms and equipment to the attention of the Board 
now in session in Washington? A large number ot 
young officers who have been on foreign service on re- 
turning to this country were in need of new outfits com- 
plete, and when G. O. No. 81, A. G. O., July 17, 192, 
was published bought entire outfits, thinking this was 
a final order, and that the uniform and equipment would 
not be changed for years to come. Many of the class 
which graduated last June from the Military Academy 
are in the same position as are the men recently ap- 
pointed from the ranks and from civil life. 

Cannot the regulations be left as they stand and not 
put additional expense on officers who are already deep- 
ly in debt paying for complete uniforms and equipitients 
complying with the last order, let good enough alone.

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UNIFORM OF VETERINARIANS. 


To THE EpITor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL‘ 

If suggestions for changes in uniforms are again time- 
ly, the veterinarians may rightly recommend a few 
minor corrections in their own uniform. 

We have no desire to shine in a gorgeous uniform, 


and merely ask the adoption of some device properly 
indicative of our professional position in the Army. Al- 
though in other great armies of the world the veterina- 
rian has a distinct uniform of his own; we are proud 
to wear the yellow or the red, as it is the evident de- 
sire of the War Department that we should identify our- 
selves with the arm to which we are attached. But 
pray do not label us with the letters ““V. 8S." They are 
interpreted as Volunteer Service and not as “veterinary 
surgeon.”” Our proper title a to Act of Congress 
is “Veterinarian,’”’ but the single letter “V’ would be 
absolutely meaningless. So let us adhere to the time- 
honored custom in our Army to represent the different 
branches of the Service Vd emblems more or less hand- 
some and appropriate. While it might be questioned by 
some whether a “winged horse-shoe” is hanasome, it 
certainly is appropriate and is the choice of the Army 
veterinarians in a petition for its adoption just circula- 
ting. We maintain that the “horse-shoe’’ has been the 
emblem of horsemanship and veterfnary scienee since 
the middle ages, and the wings o. “Pegasus,” the mytho- 
logical horse of the muses, aftached to it on both sides, 
finishes the device artistically. We thus ask that this 
device be adopted, alone, or, if it must be in conjunction 
with the cross-sabres and cross-cannons; that the letters 
“Vv. S.”" be cancelled and in their stead the coat-of-arms 
of silvér be retained. There is no reason why we should 
be shorn of this precious emblem on our re.urn from the 
Philippine campaign, where we have been wearing it 
honorably for the last two years under exposures and 
hardships as great as anybody else had to face.”

THE 8S. 8 .AUTICAL RANGE-FINDER. 


This range-finder is a mathematical and mechanical 
device for obtaining immediately and simply by Inspec- 
tion the result of what is known as Buckner’s method, 
which consists in measuring the angle between the 
visible horizon, or offing, and the water line of the ob- 
ject the range or distance of which is required. To have 
sufficient accuracy in this method, or to make it avail- 
able for long distances, the observation or measure 


should be made from a considerable elevation, say forty 
feet or more; the more the better, of course 

The opucal construction and method of observing 
in this range-finder are the same as in a sextant. Two 
invages are formed—one directly by one part of the 
object glass of the telescope T, the other by the other 
part after reflection by two prisms, P and PP. The first 
of the two prisms, P, is, however, mounted on one 
side, DE, of the quadrilateral, BCDB, the opposite side 
of which is fixed and very slightly different in length 
from the one carrying the prism, the two remaining 
sides being exactly equal to each other. 

Theory will show that, as the free sides are moved 
from the position in which one of the equal sides is 
perpendicular to ine fixed one, the slight change of di- 
rection of the prism side will be very nearly propor- 
tional to the tangent of the angle through which the 
equal sides move if this angle is moderate, say less than 
45 degrees, and a slight displacement of the image formed 
by the prisms will result, also, of course, proportional 
to this tangent. This, as will be seen without much 
difficulty, enables us to make in the instrument a con- 
struction or representation of the real elevation of our 
point-of sight above the surface of the earth and the 
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real distance of the object on that surface in which all 
the vertical dimensions are exaggerated, say forty or 
fifty times, relatively to the horizontal ones. 

It is carried out worn | as tollows: An arm, A, 
centering at the end, C; of the fixed siue of the quadri- 
lateral (moved by a rack, R, and pinion with head, i) 
and coinciding with one of the equal sides or its prvu- 
longation, wiui represent the line of sight; its centre 
of motion, C, the end of the side just mentioned, repre- 
senting the point of sight. A graduated scale, 8S, at the 
outset perpendicular to the fixed side of the quadrilat- 
eral, and curving so as to represent the surface of the 
earth, is provided, movable in the direction of the fixed 
side, or perpendicular to itself. The point where the 
line of sight, as represented in this construction (in 
which it will be remembered that all the vertical dimen- 
sions, including the drop in the curve ox the earth, are 
exaggerated), intersects the scale, will correspond to the 
distance of the object (being, in our illustration, about 
2,550 yarus) if some preliminary adjustments, somewhat 
complicated to explain, but which can be made in about 
a minute, on deck or below, at leisure, are first attended 
to. These adjustments are explained in the pamphlet 
accompanying each instrument. One of these adjust- 
ments is, of course, the setting of the scale at the 
distance from the center of motion corresponding to the 
actual elevation about the water. This adjustment is 
made by a fine screw actuated by the sunken head, F; 
others by the head, G, and the offing scale. In the con- 
struction ordinary or normal refracuon is allowed for. 

The observation, as has been said, is the same as with 
a sextant; the water line of the object in one image is 
brought into coincidence by moving the arm with the 
offing in the other image. ‘rhe distance is then instantly 
read on the graduated scale. The instrument is light, 
is held like a sextant, and is completely boxed in and 
protected from smoke and dirt, the rays entering through 
a glass window, and the scale being read through 
another. These windows can readily be wiped or cleaned 
when necessary.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

There is complaint in the British army, as*there is in 
our Service, of the expense to which officers are subject- 
ed by the frequent and fruitless changes in uniform. 

The Army and Navy Gazette has a good word for the 
chaplains whose blameless and _self-sacrificing lives have 
won their universal respect in the British army. The 
Church of England does nothing for members of its eccic- 
siastical body, a neglect which is in strong contrast to 
the consideration shown to the Catholic chaplains of the 
Church of Rome, by whom four of them have been ap- 
pointed bishops. 

The number of British field marshals is not a_fixed 
quantity. In the last twenty years it has at different 
periods been five, six, seven, eight and nine. The fierd 
marshals during this period have been the German Em- 
peror, the Prince of Wales (now King Edward Vit), the 
Duke of Cambridge, Lord Napier, of Madala, Sir Fred- 
erick Grant, Sir Richard Dacres, Lord William Paulet, 
Sir John Lintorn Simmons, Sir F. P. Haines, Sir Don- 
ald Stewart, Lord Wolseley, Lord Roberts, Prince Ed- 
ward of Saxe-Weimer, Sir Neville Chamberlain, Sir 
Henry Norman and the Duke of Connaught; seventeen 
different incumbents in all. 

The increased mental activity among the Japanese, 
resulting from the development of civilization has in- 
creased the quantity and quality of the food eaten by 
them. The great increase of late in the sick list of the 
army has had the result of directing the attention of the 


authorities to the matter, and steps are to be taken to 
improve the rations of the soldier. 


A gen pe! return shows that between Jan. 23. 
1901, and March 31, 1902, there were conveyed to South 
Africa in 360 vessels 3,982 officers, 77,941 men, 170,329 
horses and mules. About three per cent. of the animals. 
or 5,009 in all, were lost at sea. 

General Oku and three Japanese Staff officers will be 
present at the Delhi military operations and durbar as 
guests of the Indian Government. 

Accordi to the St. Petersburg Gazette Japan has 
nearly trebled the strength of her army within the past 
ten years, and now has a total of .960 officers and 
men. This is about three p= thousand of population. 
France takes for the army 15 per 1,000, Germany 10, and 
Russia 6. The Cost per man is about one-half the cost 
of the German soldier and two thirds that of the Russian 
soldier. 

The United Service Gazette tells the story of a Brit- 
ish soldier just returned from the war and the temporary 
hero of his village in Wiltshire who went to Sunday 
morning service at the local Baptist church. The min- 
ister, observing him among the congregation, promptly 
proceeded to pray for him. As Tommy left the church 
he remarked to his fond parents, “First time I’ve been 
‘mentioned in despatches.’ ” 


The French authorities propose to save the 60,000 
francs required annually by abolishing the exercise in 
the useless sword. Only officers and non-commissioned 
—— carry it, and they depend chiefly upon the re- 
volver. 

There is, it appears, a general feeling of indignation 
among the British Volunteer officers of the South Af- 
rican war because of their almost entire absence from 
the long lists of honors and rewards for service which 
have been gazetted. How marked had been their omis- 
sion was admitted by the Secretary of State for War 
by the figures he gave recently to Parliament, the Army 
and Navy Gazette says: “He stated that there had 
been 589 Volunteer officers actively employed in South 
Africa, and that out of these seventy had been men- 
tioned in despatches, but only sixteen had received re- 
wards. This neglect—it can be called nothing else— 
was no doubt unintentional, but it is unfortunate, to 
say the least of it, and affords just cause of complaint. 
There has been no stint in the recognition of com- 
rades of Regulars, Colonials, Yeomanry, and even 
Militia—only the Volunteers have been left almost en- 
tirely out in the cold.” 

In the French Senate General André confirmed the 
reports of the excessive mortality among French soldiers, 
which is fourfold that of Germany. In 1900 there were 
600 deaths from typhus fever in the French army to 87 
in the German army, and 1,415 of tuberculosis to 129 
among German soldiers. Diseases of the respiratovy 
organs claimed 390 victims to 197 among the Germans. 


Ueberall states that in 1901 the Prussian Remount 
Committee secured 24,909 horses for the army, of which 
9,440 were bought outright and 11,134 selected.

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\MERICAN MILITARY EFFICIENCY. 


Beckles Wilson, an English military ex- 
pert, writing in the Chicago Tribune, says: 
“or a people ready at all times to take 
ind give offense, the Americans are still 
-urprisingly unmilitary. Perksaps I should 
-ay that there is an absence of a scientific 
nilitary spirit in the country. They do 
not take the profession of arms seriously, 
and our recent experience in South Africa

; little advantage, if any, over the un- 
ruined volunteer. 

“The people of America. as they them- 
selves are the first to confess, have gone 
«about their military affairs like children 

laying at soldiers. ‘here was no disci- 
pline; there was no craving for improve- 
ent; there was no intelligence. 

“To judge by the toue of Amcrican opin- 
1, one might suppose that all American 
ars had been triumphantly successful. 
Yet even in her cuimpaigns against the In 

dians she has had te suffer numerous hu- 
niliating defeats. 

“Subordination is never easy to the av- 
rage American, in whatever capacity; but 
e conquered, he was obliged to conquer, 
is natural intractzbility at the time of 
the Civil War, at whose beginning in- 
tances of fantastic insubordivation of 
nen to their officers abounded. They had 

known their officers in private life, many 
f them were their social inferiors: their 
-uperior military knowledge was suspect- 
d: was it surprising that their commands 
ere frequently disoheyed?—that on a 
arch, in a campaign, it was a case of the 
lind following the blind? 

“But the American volunteers did master 
heir lesson, drastic penalties did their 
work, and the amateur soldier did at 
ength acquire discipline. The popular 
reasoning was, therefore, that what he 
once did he could do again. When the 
presidential proclamation went forth the 
raw levies would appear in the thous- 
ands and tens of thousands; they would 
undergo the usual process and soon be 
transformed into an army. But, in the 
neantime, what of the enemy? 

“It seems next to certain that in build- 
ig up a great army America must take 
ito consideration her egregious National 

Guard, a huge, ambitious, dilettante, wire- 
pulling organization—about as warlike, 
scientific and efficient as the imperial 
guard of China. 

“On the whole, it is manifest that the 
iverage American still takes little interest 
in his Regular Army. He (and she) still 
reserves all his enthusiasm for the volun- 
teers, who are often men of means and 
social position. The Englishman knows 
that the backbone of his defense and de- 
fiance consists of the regular army. The 
\merican, on the other hand, has yet to 


appraise the trained professional soldier at 
his real value.” 








It is a remarkable fact that frontiersmen 
of a still recent period of our history, 
who were so utterly reckless of life they 
would shoot each other for mere pastime, 
were oftentimes the most arrant cowards 
when the antagonist was an Indian. To 
illustrate this point, Col. . Richard I. 
Dodge tells the following story im his book 
on “Our Wild Indians.” One day a small 
party of Indians appeared in the sand- 
hills back of the frontier town of Pules- 
burg, which was celebrated for its des- 
peradoes. The alarm was spread and an 
ex-officer of the Civil War galloped about 
calling for volunteers. In one hour a hun- 
dred men Were in saddle, every one of 
whom had probably killed his man. The 
Indians had decamped, taking a number of 
horses. The trail was broad and easily 
followed. On dashed the bundred for ten 
or twelve miles. Said the ex-volunteer 
commander afterwards, “We had them 
sure. At the head of Ash Hollow we com- 
menced to pass the played-out stock. My 
men were badly strung out. I called to 
them, ‘A half-hour more, boys, and they 
are ours—close up, don’t spare the spur! 
In less than half an hour I turned a bend 
of the hollow, and there were the Indians 
Within five hundred yards. I gave a great 
yeli and turned to urge on the men. |! 
was alone. There was not 2 single man of 
that whole hundred in sight. Well, I just 
turned around and got out of that as quick 
as I could, and you don’t catch me again 
volunteering to command men called brave, 
simply because they shoot each cther.”

A very striking ceremony takes place 
every day at the Turkish War Office at sun- 
set. The great square outside is perfectly 


empty, when suddenly a bugle sounds, and 
bodies of troops march out from all the 
surrounding barracks. They take up their 
places in two large hollow squares, with a 
full band close by. The band strikes up 
the Sultan’s March, and after that the 
bugles sound and the drums beat a long 
roll. Then a single bugle sounds; the 
troops spring to attention, fix bayonets, 
and present arms. Another sound from 
the bugle, and every man roars out “Pa- 
dishah,” while, as the sound dies away, 
each makes the Turkish salaam. Three 
times the ceremony is performed,.and then 
the band strikes up a march and all the 
soldiers disappear as quickly as they have 
come—United Service Gazette. 


A good story is told in the English pa- 
pers of how the Somali Mad Mullah worked 
one of those “miracles” which drew many 
waverers to his banner. 

An English man-of-war was sent to 
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demonstrate off the coast, and at night 
threw a searchlight on to the jungle cov- 
ered mountains. Abdallah was in hiding 
there, and, knowing from his visits to Aden 
what it was that his followers hailed as a 
new star, told them that the light was 
seeking him. 

When the electric rays actually flooded 
his encampment he cried in triumph: “Will 
you deny now that I am under the eye of 
God?” 

The Somali fell on their knees, beat the 
earth with their foreheads and replied: 
“Thou art truly the Elect, the Chosen, 
the Mullah, the Master. Our goods, our 
existence, our souls belong to thee. We 
place ourselves entirely at the disposition 
ef thy will.” 

A few weeks later came the news of the 
rising of some four thousand of these So- 
mali.—New York Tribune.
